Cigarette lighters in back- 
lo-school displays • al four 
Greater Victoria drugstores 
have drawn some vocal 
protests from shoppers and 
withdrawals from two of the 
stores. 

United Pharmacies, which 
has about 50 stores in B.C„ 
is running a province-wide 
back-to-school promotion 
which inclules Cricket brand 
lighters. 

Gerry Lundgren, owner- 


manager of the James Bay 
United Pharmacy at 230 Men- 
zies and president of the B.C. 
College of Pharmacists, said 
the display was organized in 
Vancouver and shipped to all 
United Pharmacies stores in 
B.C. 

“It slipped through." Lund¬ 
gren admitted Friday. "I’m 
sorry about it. 

’ It’s not my intention to 
promote the use of tobacco. I 
have teenagers of my own 
and I’m very anti-smoking." 

Lundgren said he removed 


a lighter sign and the disposa¬ 
ble lighters from the display 
after receiving c omplaints. 

Roy Tucker, manager of the 
Oak Bay United Pharmacy at 
2300 Oak Bay Avenue. was not 
aware the lighters were in the 
display. He took a look when 
contacted by the Cblonist Fri¬ 
day and continued that they 
were, indeed, Included in the 
campaign. 

"I’m going to do the same." 
he said when told of Lund- 
gren’s move to delete the 
item.

of duping the world on whal¬ 
ing and demanded the imme¬ 
diate ouster of the Canadian 
representative on the Interna¬ 
tional Whaling Commission. 

Greenpeace Foundation 
President Bob Hunter, in a 
radio-telephone call from thp 
North Pacific, accused Dr.

MOSCOW (AP» The Mos- 
•-ow People's Court Friday or¬ 
dered. eight, seven and five 
y'ear terms in labor camp for 
three Americans who admit¬ 
ted smuggling nearly 63 
pounds of heroin into the Sovi¬ 
et Union. 

The three-judge pane! sen¬ 
tenced ringleader Gerald 
Amxter. 33. of New Yori< City 
to eight years In a labor 
camp. 

Dennis Burn. 26. a burglar 
alarm installer from Whites- 
tone. N.Y.. received seven 
year* and Paul Brawer, 31, a 
building manager from Ijw 
V egas. New, fivj* years. 


Robert Martin of being a

"Moscow lias admitted it 
never intended even to at¬ 
tempt to maintain a so-called 
sustainable yield,” Hunter 
said.

"Canada, like so many 
other nations who are 
members of the International 
Whaling Commission, has 
been played for a sucker by 
phony Russiap statements or 
has knowingly accepted a 
transparent lie. 

"This means that Canada's 
so-called representative at the 
commission. D. Martin, is a 
bumbling fool or a Machiavel¬ 
lian schemer." 

"He is a stumbling bureau¬ 
crat who is completely out of 
touch with reality and this 
puts the Canadian govern¬ 
ment equally out of touch 
with reality," Hunter said. 

Hunter made the call from 
the Greenpeace 7. a former 
Canadian navy minesweeper, 
heading for port on Van¬ 
couver Island after harassing 
a Soviet whaling fleet in the 
pacific for more than a 
month. 

The call followed two sharp¬ 
ly-conflicting statements this 
u'eek on Soviet whaling inten¬ 
tions. 

Nikolai Makarov, charge 
d'affaires of the Soviet Em¬ 
bassy in Ottawa, said in Van¬ 
couver Wednesday the Soviet 
Union planned to stop whaling 
w-ithin two years. But a swift 
denial was reported from a 
Soviet fishing ministry official 
in Moscow. 


VANCOUVER (CP) 
Construction Labor Relations 
Association spokesmen said 
Friday the group is consider¬ 
ing a lockout In answer to a 
strike by the plumbers union. 

Chuck McVeigh, association 
president, said the association 
will meet next week to dis¬ 
cuss the strike and said a 
lockout "is a possibility; there 
are 15 contractors shut down 
and 150 jobs affected." 

McVeigh would not com¬ 
ment on what form such a 
lockout would take — in¬ 
dustry-wide or local. 

Another lockout would he 
the second in this round of ne¬ 
gotiations. The industry re¬ 
sponded with a lockout when 
the cement masons' and the 
carpenters’ unions went .»n 
strike at the end of June. The 
strike-lockout lasted 37 days. 

The plumbers went on 
strike last week io back their 
claim for free downtown park¬ 
ing. 'Ihe association has re- 
«i|ted. saying it would have in 
give in to all unions if it gives 
in to the plumbers. 

'Ihe basic trades group of 
seven unions indicated to the 
association Friday that they 
have accepted the contract 
recommendations of industri¬ 
al inquiry commissioner, Jim 
Kinnaird. 

"We are now seeking a lit¬ 
tle light." said McVeigh. ‘"Ihe 
bulk of the trades have now' 
accepted." He said the associ¬ 
ation has made agreements 
with the sheetmetai. roofers, 
electrical, heat and frost, ma¬ 
chinists and cemenl masons’ 
unions. 

There is still no agreement 
with the plumbers, boiler¬ 
makers and elevator workers. 
Major problem is solution of 
the plumber strike. 

'Ihe union has not expanded 
picketing to .job sites. 

Ihe Kinnand report recom¬ 
mended pay increases of 11.6 
per cent to 13.6 per cent on 
base rates ranging from $9.50 
an hour to $12.19 an hour. 


Jim Swanson, manager of 
the Colwopd United at 1910 
Sooke Road, s^id a protester 
had a point but that lie would 
not remove the article from 
the display. 

Swanson, who Is also the 
president of the B.C. Profes¬ 
sional iPharamcists Society, 
said it was common practice 
to include a variety of items 
in a sale campaign.

London art marts 
fed 3,000 fakes ’

I-ONDON Artist Tom 
Keating Friday turned the 
Lmdon art world on its 
head by claiming he and 
some unscrupulous art 
dealers placed up to 3.OIK) 
fake old-master paintings 
on the international mar¬ 
ket centred in London. 

Keating, a former hou- 
sepainter, said in a career 
of a quarter century he 
fabricated bogus Rem¬ 
brandts. Goyas, Gains¬ 

boroughs. ConstabJes. 
Renoirs, Turners and De- 
gases among many 

others. 

The {tainting* were 

“hardly worth giving 

away." he said, and 
* should not have fooled a 
novice. His aim had been 
to oxjxjse what he called 
the phoneyness of the art 
world. 


Keating said he made 
less money from his 
25-year career of imita¬ 
tion than he would have 
done had he stuck to his 
original trade of painting 
houses. 

Two of his forgeries 
were sold at Sotheby’s 
sales room and fetched 
15,000 pounds and 9.400 
|H>unds respectively, he 
said. 

Keating, a white-beard¬ 
ed and ruddy-fared man 
of 56, appeared at a news 
conference a week after 
the British Antique 
Dealers’ Association set 
up an investigative com¬ 
mittee to check the au¬ 
thenticity of 13 paintings 
alleged to be forgeries. 

The works, purported to 
bo by 19th century En¬ 
glish painter .Samuel 
Palmer, were questioned

I .ess than one millimetre of 
rain fell on most areas of the 
parched south, although altout 
1.2 mm. was recorded at 
Mansion, south of London. 

“We need at least 20 inches 
to bring us back to normal, 
said Lord Nugent, chairman 
of Britain’s National Water 
Council. "That's an exception¬ 
ally heavy rainfall and we 
rarely get anything like that 
even here. The first five oa* 
six inches would simply be 
soaked up by the parched 
ground ami do little to re¬ 
plenish supplies." 

In Belgium, which is suffer¬ 
ing almost as severe a 
drought as Britain, the first 
rain in almost a month foil 
Friday and more was predict¬ 
ed for the weekend. 

However, the Royal Meteo¬ 
rological Office said rainfall 


amounts were so slight ss to 
have little effect on the 
country’s worst drought in a 
century. 

In the first six months of 
this year, only about 340 mm. 
of rain fell in England and 
Wales, about one-third the 
average rainfall for the pericxi 
during the last five years. 

At London's Heathrow air¬ 
port Friday, airline staff and 
passengers rushed out of ter¬ 
minal buildings and applaud¬ 
ed the cloudy heavens during 
a four-minute shower. 

Housewives in the west Lon- 
d in suburb of Wembley ran 
into their yards with buckets 
and plastic containers to 
catch rainwater. Hardware 
stores have experienced a 
sharp increase in sales of all 
•kinds of containers in recent 
weeks as Londoners prepare 
for water rationing.

TORONTO fCPi About 10 
houses were damaged in 
northeast metropolitan Toron 
to Friday after short storms 
brought hail, downpours and 
strong gusting winds. 

The winds lifted a roof from 
one house, moved another off 
its foundation and severely 
damaged roofs on several 
streets. Many large trees 
were uprooted. 

Heavy rain was reported in 
Scaihorough, flooding roads, 
railway underpasses and 
slowing rush-hour traffic on 
Highway 401. 

Flooded transformers rut 
electricity in several areas, 
including television station 
CFTO of the CTV network. 

Hail was reported in the 
Toronto borough of North 
York and Buttonville, a com¬ 
munity north of Toronto. 

A spokesman for Environ¬ 
ment Canada said isolated 
thunderstorms which oc¬ 
curred throughout most of 
southern Ontario on Friday 
will end late today and that 
temperatures will be cooler. 


Food down , nutritious food up 


OTTAWA (UPT) Food 
costs in August were down for 
Canadians buying food ac¬ 
cording to regular purchasing 
patterns but up for the family 
eating nutritiously, the Anti- 
Inflation Board said Friday. 

The board said its standard 
food index, hased on food 
items that inflect actual Ca¬ 
nadian food purchasing pat¬ 
terns. showed prices declined 


0 9 per cent between mid-July 
and mid-August to settle at 
levels equal to those a year 
ago. 

But. the "cost of a nutri¬ 
tious dirt for a family of four 
rose to $43.44 (per week) this 
month, an increase of 29 cents 
over the average cost of the 
diet for the May-July period." 

The board said that in com¬ 
puting the second index of 


food costs "the actual dollars 
and cents of eating a well- 
balanced diet are calculated. 
The nutritious basket is com- 
posed of food items that 
would provide a family of 
four with an economical and 
nutritious diet for a week." 

Referring to the standard 
food index, the board said 
"substantially lower beef, 
sugar and fresh vegetable 
prices were major contribu¬ 


tors to the decline in the four 
weeks from mid-July to mid- 
August. 

"The impact of these was 
partially offset by increases 
in the price of fresh fruit, 
eggs, coffee, cereals and ba¬ 
kery products. 

“On an annual basis, prices 
for beef, sugar, fata and oils, 
fresh vegetables and pork are 
lower than a year ago; while 


prices for eggs, other meats, 
fish, cereal and bakery prod 
ucts. beverages and dairy 
products are higher." 

The AIB said beef was 
mainly responsible for the de¬ 
cline on both monthly and an¬ 
nual basis but added "for die 
remaining months of the year 
is is likely that consumers writ 
have to pay more for beef 
than the current 'bargain 
basement' levels."

NAIROBI—East Africa is 
suffering from a power short¬ 
age. in part because foreign 
engineers have refused to 
work on a Ugandan dam used 
as a graveyard for Ugandan 
President Idi Amin's enemies. 

' Lack of lubricating oil, 


spare parts and wire also 
havo helped put 32 of 40 hy¬ 
droelectric powermen era ring 
turbines out of commission at 
Uganda's Owen Falls dam at 
Jinja, it was learned here Fri- 
day. 

'Itie dan where I>ake Vio- 
toria empties north to begin 


the White Nile- -supplies 
power to Uganda, Kenya, 
parts of Tanzania and other 

neighboring countries. 

Amin cut off power to 
Kenya July 23 in retaliation 
for Kenya's blockade of Ugan¬ 
dan oil exports from Kenya. 
Amin’s secret police had 


then begun a new purge of 
anyone suspected of complici¬ 
ty- or sympathy with Israel or 
with Kenya, where Israeli 
commandos refuelled . after 
I heir July 4 raid orf Entebbe. 
Many of the bodies of those 
slain were hurled into the 
dam spillway, long a favorite 
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dumping ground for victims 
of the Amin regime. 

Since then. 32 technicians, 
mostly foreigners, many of 
them Italian, have left the 
Ugandan Electricity Board fa¬ 
cility at the dam. one of Afri¬ 
ca’s biggest. Many- reportedly 
said they objected to working 
at a place where corpses pro¬ 
liferated. 

By- the tjme Amin reached 
an agreement with Kenya to 
exchange electricity for oil. 
many turbines were no longer 
oj>erating. Uganda is trying to 
live up to the agreement with 
the output from the eight tur¬ 
bines still spinning. Four pro¬ 
vide power for I Uganda and 
four for Kenya. But the re¬ 
duced service is inadequate 
for either country. 

Nairobi, the Kenyan capital, 
is experiencing periodic 
blackouts. 

Some ipuhlic housing areas 


are totally without lights and 
power and extra police are 
being assigned to curb a ris¬ 
ing rate of thuggery. Twenty- 
five Nairobi factories reported 
reduced production because of 
the outages. White suburbs 
are going without power part 
of the day. 

Kenya authorities refuse to 
admit publicly that the fail¬ 
ures in Uganda are causing 
Nairobi's problems. They in¬ 
stead blame them on a lark of 
rain, which has reduced the 
output fmm Kenya’s own hy- 
dn>eleciric generating facili¬ 
ties. But privately, officials 
admit that Kenya, Bast Afri¬ 


ca's moat industrially devel¬ 
oped country, la suffering 
serioualy from the Uganda 
shortage. 

'Ibere also are power short¬ 
ages in Uganda, but the 
Ugandan economy, already 
crippled by Amin's policies, 
has little left to suffer. 


Kenya government officials 


are quietly trying to get 
Ugandan power experts to 
come to Nairobi to discuss 
what can be done about get¬ 
ting the Jinja power system 
back in full operation. Kenya 
will even help Uganda buy the 
spare parts for which virtual¬ 
ly hankrupt Uganda lacks the 
foreign currency, it was 
learned.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Egypt's feud with Libya ap¬ 
peared to he sharpening Fri¬ 
day. with a report from U.S. 
sources of an Egyptian troop 
buildup along its border with 
Libya. 

Dvere has been no state de¬ 
partment confirmation of a 
Boston Globe story that the 
buildup involves the transfer 
of 30,000 troops to the border 
area. However, American of¬ 
ficials. said a movement of 
Egyptian troops and equip¬ 


ment to that none has been 
under way for some time. 

The Globe saya what 
started aa a modest move¬ 
ment of armor, air force and 
surface-to-air missile units to 
the Ubyan border, now in¬ 
cludes about five cr six armor 
and infantry brigades, tiwo ar¬ 
tillery brigades, two missile 
regiments and at least a 
squadron of jet fighters. 

Tensions between Egypt 
and Libya were heightened 
earlier this week when Egypt 
held Libya responsible for the 


hijacking of an airliner short¬ 
ly' after takeoff from Claim 
The aircraft was recaptured 
by Egyptian, commandos 
hours later at an airport in 
the southern part of the 
country. 

it was the latest in a 
number of terrorist attacks in 
Egypt which Egyptian of¬ 
ficials have said are the work 
of Libyan agents. Libya has 
accused Egypt of selling out 
the Arab cause by trying to 
reach a settlement with 
Israel.

Quinsy la an abscess of the 
tonsils. The ahecees appears 
behind the upper part, of the 
tonsil. The usual cause Is 
acute tncariiitis. With it there 
is edema (•welling I in ad¬ 
jacent tissues and difficulty in 
swallowing because of swell¬ 
ing in nearby structures. AJI 
in all, not a very plleaaant af¬ 
fair. 

If quinsy recur* this way 
with your father, it l* time to 
think about, removal of the 
tonsils. This would have to

wait until the present quinsy 
attack subsides. 

Sometime* the ab*ce#s will 
burst on it* own and some¬ 
time* it has to be lanced. An¬ 
tibiotic* may help keep the in¬ 
fection under control until you 
decide on removal. It certain¬ 
ly should he looked at. There 


can be a very high fever as¬ 
sociated with quinsy. 

De*r Dr. Thosteaon: I have 
two blockage points in my left 
leg due to hardening of tlie 
arteries. In order to correct 
this, I am told, the method 
used is to remove veins from 
my right leg (which is good) 
in oitier to make a bypass. I 
am 75 years old. 

Do you know of any method 
that could be used, such as in¬ 
jections or medteatwm. to dis¬ 
solve the blockage? —R.B.fJ. 

The blockage is probably 
due to deposit* on the inside 
of the artery walls. At present 
there is no medicine or injec¬ 
tions to undo this.

Probe into Irish problems 


U.K. ‘guilty of torture ’ 
says European report 


LONDON (Reuter) — The 
Guardian say* the European 
Commission on "Human Rights 
ha* found the British govern¬ 
ment guilty of torture in 
Northern Ireland. 

But the newspaper says a 
report by the commission on 
allegations made by the Irish 
republic government in 1971 
found Britain not guilty of dis¬ 
crimination against Catholics 
in Northern Ireland. 

The Guardian says the re¬ 
port, to be published next 
Thursday, criticized Britain 
for not sending politicians rc- 
sjx>nsible for the policy of in¬ 
ternment 


without trial — to give evi¬ 
dence to the commission. 

The Irish government sub¬ 
mitted it* case to the Europe¬ 
an Court of Human Rights 
last March after the commis¬ 
sion completed its investiga¬ 
tion into the torture charges, 
which date back to the in¬ 
troduction of internment in 
Northern Ireland in August 
1971. 

The Guardian says that the 
commission’s report said ‘five 
undescribed interrogation 
techniques when used to¬ 
gether were intended to force 
imprisonment witnesses to give evidence by 


subjecting them to severe 
mental and physical pressure. 

The Guardian says that the 
British government sought to 
justify itself before the com¬ 
mission by saying that the 
techniques had important re¬ 
sults against terrorists in 
many parts of the world. 

But. says the newspaper, 
the commission concluded 
that the use of the five tech¬ 
niques was torture, and a 
breach of Article Three of the 
European Convention on 
Human Rights. 


Inmates 

plead 

with 

Carter 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) — 
More than 600 Americans, 
claiming they are being 5 tor- 
tured in Mexican prisons and 
ignored by the Ford adminis¬ 
tration. Friday appealed to 
Democratic presidential can¬ 
didate Jimmy Carter as their 
“only hope” and called a 
hunger strike to dramatize 
their plight. 

In an open letter to Carter, 
sent to ‘Plains, Ga.. the pris¬ 
oners said “the administra¬ 
tion of President Ford has 
been wholly remiss in its lack 
of decisive and urgent action 
on our behalf. 

"Mr. Carter, we can no 
longer accept our govern¬ 
ment’s intolerable ploys,” the 
letter said, adding their 
hunger strike will begin Sept. 
7. 

“Our health is already in a 
state of near inseparability. 
Our minds are emaciating. 
We have only the hope that 
our plea will be heard by you 
and the American people,” 
the letter said. 

Another o|>en letter to State 
Secretary Henry Kissinger 
bitterly criticized him for al- 
ledgedly failing to help them 
despite “the horrors we have 
both felt and witnessed in our 
years here." 

Copies of both letters were 
sent to President Ford. Mex¬ 
ican President Luis Echever- 
ria, the director of Mexican 
prisons and American news 
agencies here. 

After congratulating Carter 
on “conducting a highly ef¬ 
ficient and effective cam¬ 
paign” for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, the 
letter told him there are 
“over 600 American citizens 
in jail in Mexico. 

“The vast majority are in¬ 
carcerated on drug-related 
charges and have all been 
subjected to the inhumane 
and atrocious treatment for 
which the Mexican federal ju¬ 
dicial police have become in¬ 
famous." the letter said. 

“In addition to torture and 
forced confession, we were 
extorted 1 in the prisons and 
subjected to highly irregular 
and grossly unfair treatment 
in the courts,” it said. "A 
great number of young men 
and women have been behind 
bars for two and three years 
while being utterly ignored by 
our government.” 

The prisoners told Carter 
they had been waiting for two 
years for the U.S. government 
to intervene, particularly dur¬ 
ing Kissinger’s visit here last 
June. 

“Our secretary, however, 
failed to issue a single word 
of condemnation in Mexico 
even though he was wholly 
aware of jhe circumstances 
surrounding our arrest and in¬ 
carceration.” it said.

PARIS (API — Premier 
Raymond Barre announced 
his new cabinet Friday, re¬ 
taining persona] control of the 
finance ministry for a battle 
against France's economic 
problems. 

Barre, an economist and po¬ 
litical independent who served 
as foreign trade minister in 
the previous government, was 
named premier Wednesday to 
succeed Jacques Chirac, who 
was forced to resign by Pres¬ 
ident Valery Giscard d’Esta- 
ing.

tions. 

Q|vier Guichard, an old- 
time Gaullist, was named a 
minister of state and justice 
minister in an apparent effort 
to keep the support of the big 
Gaullist bloc in the National 
Assembly.

Guichard. Poniatowski and 
l^ecanupf represent the three 
big parties in the coalition 
supporting Giscard d’Estaing. 
Poniatowski is leader of dis¬ 
card d'Estaing’s Independent 
Republicans and lecanuet 
heads the centrist Democratic 
and Social Centre.

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The onslaught of VD 



\7ENEREAL DISEASES, once said to he under 
^ control in this country, are on the rampage 
again. They have been for some time, in fact. Cases of 
gonorrhea were reported by the federal health depart¬ 
ment in 1974 to be nearing an all-time high. And the 
more vicious syphilis was also said to be spreading at 
an alarming rate. 

It. might have been thought this would bring im¬ 
mediate action on a wide scale. But it didn't. VD was 
described as reaching epidemic proportions the follow¬ 
ing year. For every 100,000 of the population, said a 
report of a federal study issued in December, 1975, 
there were 215.8 people infected with gonorrhea. 

Health authorities haven't been able to get 
together on how best to combat the onslaught, ap¬ 
parently There have been recommendations on what 
to do, but they are not yet being followed. 1 

They may be next year if agreement can be 
reached between federal and provincial authorities 
who are to meet sometime this fall on the proposed 
plan of attack, details of which may be made known 
then. 

Whatever the recommendations; there would 
seem to be an urgent need tor changes in the approach 
to fighting VD which the medical profession is said to 
have found to be impractical. At the federal level the 
Criminal Code makes the communicating of a veneral 
disease a punishable offence. At the provincial level, 
doctors are required to report the names of infected 
persons to public health departments, the purpose be¬ 
ing to permit staff to follow up contacts who also may 
be infected. 

The trouble, says Dr. W D S Thomas of Prince 
George, quoted some weeks ago in the Toronto Globe 
and Mail, is that "the present system simply doesn't 
work." Patients are reluctant to seek treatment 
because they don't want their friends and relatives to 
find out that they have a disease which carries con¬ 


notations of immorality and of disloyalty in personal 
' relations, VD being sexually-transmitted And doctors 
are reluctant to report the names of certain of their 
patients when, for example, the report might cause the 
break-up of a marriage. 

this means that there could be a higher incidence 
of VD than the already shocking statistics reveal and. 
also, efforts to stamp out gonorrhea and syphilis are 
hampered rather than helped. 

The Prince George doctor is a member of the 
council on community health of the Canadian Medical 
Association which has four suggestions for changes: 

That existing provincial legislation on VD control 
he repealed, except as it relates to patients who refuse 
treatment; that Section 253 of the Criminal Code be 
repealed: that doctors should be obliged to report 
numbers of cases, but no names; and that the CM A and 
the Canadian Bar Association offer leadership in seek¬ 
ing other methods of control. 

The suggestions have been referred to a Joint com¬ 
mittee of the CMA and the CBA which, presumably, 
will pass them to government authorities. 

They would seem to be well worth considering As 
The Globe and Mail says, the purpose of the public 
health measures in VD control is to ensure prompt 
treatment of individual cases and to prevent spread of 
venereal disease. If the law inhibits patients from 
seeking treatment and their doctors from reporting 
many of those who do, then the law is working against 
the principle it is supposed to serve 

Moralists may want those they judge guilty of 
promiscuity to suffer the pains of disclosure, but if this 
helps the disease to flourish it isn't in the interests of 
public health. 

The doctors suggest that if they were required to 
report cases without naming any patients, a far more 
accurate over-all picture could be obtained and trouble 
areas pin-pointed for priority attention

Labor costs 


T WO MONTHS AGO. we noted that International 
Labor Office figures showed Canada to be near¬ 
ly at the top of the world industrial "strikp league." It 
was in second place, in fact, with only Italy having a 
worse record in terms of days lost annually for every 
1.000 persons employed industrially. In the five years. 
1970-74, Italy's average was 1.740 days, and Canada's 
1,732. (Think what a "successful'' one-day anti¬ 
controls general strike would do for the Canadian 
record ) 

Now another set of statistics has come to our at¬ 
tention — figures from the U S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics which illustrate that the labor-cost gap 
between the United States and a number of other 
countries is disappearing 

They show that in mid-1975, wages and fringe 
benefits per hour in manufacturing were $7 12 in 
Sweden, $6 46 in Belgium, $6.22 in the United States 


and *6.20 In Canada. They were not much less in West 
Germany or the Netherlands (They were only *3 20 in 
the United Kingdom, however, and *3.10 in Japan ) 

But in straight hourly compensation of production 
workers, Canada led the way for the 10 countries on 
the list. At an average of *5.11, Canadians workers 
earned 30 cents an hour more than their U.S. counter¬ 
parts. and workers in the other countries earned still 
less than the Americans 

Increases in travel to the United States and in U S 
exports may be the result of the "affluence gap" 
trend, a study suggests 

As if in partial confirmation, the latest figures 
from Statistics Canada indicated that in June the 
number of U.S. visitors entering Canada was down 12.4 
per cent from 1975, and the number of Canadian travel¬ 
lers returning from the United Stales was up 3.1 per 
cent. 


In Australia 


A job for Prince Charles? 


Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser has suggested a con¬ 
stitutional change which would 
make it easier for Prince 
Charles to become Australia’s 
next governor-general 

Whether this was the motive 
for his proposal li. of course, 
speculative. Obviously he can¬ 
not say so 

The present governor- 
general - representing Queen 
Elizabeth as Queen of 
Australia — is Sir .John Kerr, 
who dismissed the Whitlam 
Labor government in an un¬ 
precedented decision last 
November. But he shows no 
sign of intending to retire and 
ihe Fraser government cannot 
decently dump him. 

He remains a beleaguered 
figure of political controversy 
and is unable to appear in 
public without a protective cor¬ 
don of police. 


But Fraser is believed to 
favor a recent suggestion by 
The Times of London that 
Prince Charles could be an ad¬ 
mirable replacement for Sir 
John, preferably before the 
Queen’s visit to Australia next 
March. 

There are two serious ob¬ 
stacles to this course, apart 
from Sir John Kerr’s natural 
reluctance to retreat in the 
face of continued hostile 
demonstrations and denigra¬ 
tion by the Labor Opposition 

One is that it is by no means 
certain that a substantial ma¬ 
jority of Australians would 
welcome an English prince as 
their head of state, especially if 
he were seen to serve Fraser's 
political purposes. 

The other is that the Prince 
could not be put at risk of hav- 
ihg to resolve another con¬ 
stitutional crisis of the kind 
that embroiled Sir John.

It was to meet this problem 
that Fraser proposed a solution 
at a constitutional seminar ar¬ 
ranged by Melbourne Univer¬ 
sity's law school and attended 
by prominent politicians, 
judges, academics and 
lawyers. 

The prime minister vigorous¬ 
ly defended the governor- 
general's intervention to break 
the constitutional deadlock last 
year when the Senate refused 
to pass the budget and the 
Whitlam government refused 
to resign 

But. he suggested, the con¬ 
stitution could be amended so 
that an election would be 
automatic in such a deadlock 
without the governor-general 
having the obligation or discre¬ 
tion to act as arbiter. 

Such an amendment would 
require popular approval by 
referendum, and in the history 
of the Australian federation no 
referendum proposal has been 
accepted without the prior 
agreement of both major 
political parties. 


TTiere is no chance that the 
Labor Party would support the 
Fraser solution, which is seen 
as an attempt to make life 
easier for any governor- 
general in future without in¬ 
hibiting the power of the Senate 
to force a government 
prematurely to the polls. 

Australia's peculiar con¬ 
stitutional problem arises from 
the awkward grafting of a 
federal structure on to the 
Westminster model of 
parliamentary democracy. 

In the Westminster 
tradition, a government re¬ 
quires parliamentary approval 
of its expenditure. In Britain, 
this means the consent of the 
House of Commons; the House 
of Lords can no longer reject 
money bills. 

In Australia, the approval of 
both houses of the federal 
Parliament is required. Last 
year's constitutional crisis was 
unique because it was the first 
time in any Westminster-style 
svstem that a prime minister 
with a clear majority in the 


"popular ' House had been dis¬ 
missed from office solely 
because of his failure to obtain 
supply in the Upper House. 

In contrast to the Labor 
Party and a number of con¬ 
stitutional lawyers, Fraser 
sees nothing wrong in this. He 
argues that because of the fed¬ 
eral significance of the Senate, 
it ought to have the reserve 
power to reject supply and in 
certain circumstances use it to 
force "an incompetent 
government’ ’ to the polls. 

His critics point to several 
weaknesses in his thesis. The 
Senate has never acted as the 
states’ House in the federal 
compact: it divides on party 
lines just like the House of 
Representatives. 

It is also less democratically 
elected. Each state, regardless 
of population, has an equal 
number of senators. This 
favors the more conservative, 
less populous states. Moreover, 
senators serve for staggered 
terms and normally only half 
the Senate faces an election 
every three years.

quirement of work — in the 38 
provincial professional groups.

The Bibeau report could have 
come as no surprise to the feds, 
for it said much the same thing 
as had come out in the latest 
findings of Official Languages 
Commissioner Keith Spicer.

circuit." 

So now his disillusioned con¬ 
clusion: “The measurable 
payoff of this expensive train¬ 
ing in terms ot work value, 
strains both optimism and the 
public pocketbook " 

There are 58.000 government 
jobs designated bilingual, and 
if each trained and graduated 
occupant is to cost $9,500, then 
just multiply and it comes out 
something like $551 million. 

That's an underestimate as 
the cost-baffled Keith Spicer 
phrases it. because Jean Chre¬ 
tien himself puts the cost of the 
language program at an annual 
$310 million. 

And the program already 
running nearly four years 
still has another two lo go — 
if it lasts that long 


Catering to ethnicity 


The candidate selection 
process completed, next have 
come the Democratic and 
Republican sessions to set up 
strategies believed best 
calculated to bring victory on 
Nov. 2. 

One of the strategies that 
will be an important factor in 
each party's campaign will be 
the matter of deciding how best 
to attract what is traditionally 
called the "ethnic” vote.

Count Leo Tolstoy, one of the world’s great classical 
writers, was bom 148 years ago today—in 1828—at Yasnaya 
Poliana. Russia Tolstoy did not distinguish himself at un¬ 
iversity but by 1854 by was making his mark as a writer with 
k number of brilliant sketches of the Crimean War. After his 
return from the war. Tolstoy freed the serfs on his estate, 
became revolutionary in his educational schemes for the 
peasants and became known as a social reformer. He mar¬ 
ried in 1862 and began his two masterpieces. War and Peace 
and Anna Karenina. He continued writing for many years, 
gradually giving himself up to studies and to the needs of the 
poor 

1913—The Palace of Peace, a gift of Andrew Carnegie, 
was dedicated at the Hague. 

1949—The Chinese Communists announced the formation 
of a "people's government" in Manchuria 

1971—Lord Oaksey, the presiding judge at the 1946 
Nuremberg war-crimes trial, died at the age of 90.

John R. Silber. president of 
Boston University, may have 
been thinking about such 
political mockery during a re- 
cent speech entitled 
Democracy Its Counterfeits 
and Its Promise. He talked 
about today's youthful urge for 
instant gratification, about the 
pursuit of pleasure as dis¬ 
tinguished from happiness, 
about the demand for equality 
of judgments as distinguished 
from rights to personal opi¬ 
nions. 

He also attacked the phoney 
ethnic issue head-on. and it 
takes courage to do so these 
days. It is much easier to 
behave as the politicians do. 

Silber. however, charged 
that the whole idea of ethnicity 
runs contrary to American 
democracy. 

"It is one of the more recent¬ 
ly minted counterfeit claims," 
he said, "that the individual 
must define himself not as an 
American but in terms of his 
ethnic group, with a conse¬ 
quent rejection of the historical 
ideal of the melting pot and its 
replacement by an exag¬ 
gerated ethnicity." 

★ ★ ★ 

He hit at the bilingual ballot 
as an example and found it 
wrong that a citizen is not re¬ 
quired to be literate in the 
national language. He did 
praise certain worthy bilingual 
educational programs as "es¬ 
sential to the realization of fun¬ 
damental democratic rights for 
precisely this reason: Citizens 
must speak their national 
language if they are to par¬ 
ticipate fully in the rights of 
citizenship. 

"But. when we emphasize 
ethnicity (as the political cam¬ 
paigners do) to the extent of 
substituting it for the national 
culture, we mistake utterly its 
relation to American 
citizenship 

"The culture of the United 
States is an amalgam of 
cultures brought to it from 
abroad: One out of many. This 
explains its extraordinary 
diversity and strength. But. it 
has been one culture . . This is 
the blessing conferred by the 
melting pot and we would be 
foolish to exchange it for the 
anarchy of the Tower df 
Babel." 


Profound words, those, but 
Silber's is a voice in the 
wilderness. The many separate 
ethnic minorities seem to have 
more muscle through their 
vigorous lobbyists and 
organized protests than does 
the single much larger but un¬ 
organized majority. There is 
the Chicano vote. There is the 
Jewish vote. The Black vote. 

Politicians are wary of upset¬ 
ting these and other ethnic 
blocks. Instead, they pander to 
them in exchange for support 
on Nov. 2 and other election 
days. 

Educator John Silber put the 
right tag on what the politi¬ 
cians do and on nationwide ac¬ 
tions that have catered to ex¬ 
cessive ethnicity: "Counterfeit 
democracy."

Bank robbers are so 
thoroughly unpopular that 
almost any plan that would 
turn the tables on them should 
have ready appeal. One of the 
more interesting ideas 
(perhaps because you can get 
almost instant results) is to 
hand over to the robber a 
booby-trapped bag of money, 
designed to go oft with a minor 
bang when he leaves the bank, 
enveloping him in tear gas and 
spraying him with indelible red 
dye. 

It has worked in holdups in 
the Los Angeles area to the im¬ 
mense satisfaction of tellers 
who, moments earlier, were 
staring at the unpleasant end ot 
a gun The device, tossed Into 
the bag with real money, looks 
a lot like a pack of bills, but it 
is electronically armed as the 
robber leaves the bank, and 
produces its surprises within 
the next minute.

Amin holds Uganda under brutal misrule 


Sustained by money from Libya, weapons from the 
Soviet Union and a series of bloody purges of real or im¬ 
agined enemies, Idi Amin has held Uganda under his brutal 
misrule since his own violent accession to power in 1971. 

Thanks to a combination of luck and shrewdness, he has 
survived at least a half a dozen attempted coups and assas¬ 
sinations. 

But in the aftermath of Israel's successful raid last 
month to free hostages held at Entebbe Airport and the 
fiasco of a near war with neighboring Kenya, there are signs 
that internal pressures on Amin may be growing. 

Analysts here, whose firsthand knowledge of a nation 
almost entirely shut off from the West and increasingly 
isolated within Africa is necessarily limited, point to these 
recent developments:

The headlines in the 
province's newspapers sound 
marvelous, "B.C. Boosts 
Welfare Rates." But let us ex¬ 
amine the real story behind the 
story. 

This recent seemingly 
benevolent announcement by 
the coalition government of 
B.C. is in fact a band-aid, un¬ 
imaginative, politically 
calculated approach to meeting 
the needs of the people in¬ 
volved. Through their repres¬ 
sive financial policies, this 
government is both encourag¬ 
ing and condemning people to 
remain on.welfare. The tunnel- 
visioned policies of this group 
of political opportunists to date 
have spelled economic disaster 
for this province in terms of 
jobs and creating a healthy 
economic climate.

1 take strong exception to 
Mayor Young’s defence of City 
Clerk Waller regarding the cur¬ 
rent criticism of Victoria’s 
vote registration procedure. 
The criticism appears to be 
very valid and I fully contend 
that it is obvious what the 
motives of the mayor, city 
council, and their appointed 
bureaucrats are for this 
somewhat subtle subversion of 
the democratic process — self- 
perpetuation My arguments of 
the mayor's white-washed 
defence are as follows: 

1. Placement of advertising 
for registration — “Voter’s 
lists were placed in banks, 
trust companies, credit unions 
and public libraries.” As a 
businessman, I have yet to see 
one such display in my fre¬ 
quent visits to downtown. 
Nevertheless, it is the very 
people who do not or cannot go 
downtown who are the ones 
that haven’t registered and 
should. Isn’t it obvious that the 
city wishes to see the business 
sector as their electorate and 
not the outlying communities? 

2. Timing of advertising — 
Mayor Young argues that 
because of changes in the 
Municipal Act. registration 
couldn't begin until after June 
30. There has been only one 
basic amendment in the voting 
act — reintroduction of the 
business vote by restoring 


voting rights of absentee 
owners. Also advertising was 
not begun until August. And 
despite the fact that I regualrly 
read two of the three Victoria 
newspapers, I've seen only one 
advertisement—which gave no 
mention of the registration 
closure date. One month of 
poor advertisement is not 
enough. 

3. Refusal of advertising — 
50 posters were printed to re¬ 
mind people of registration — 
which were all issued to 
businesses only. Yet the clerk's 
office blatantly refused the 
community centres posters for 
display in their neighborhoods 
4 Breaking the law — Sec¬ 
tion 38 of the Municipal Act 
specifies that vote applica¬ 
tions, in the plural, be fur¬ 
nished on request. This was 
also refused — despite the 
petitioning by the communities 
directly to city council to 
volunteer to do the registering 
themselves (a simple 
procedure and one which is 
elementary for the clerk’s of¬ 
fice to validate). Also, it should 
be mentioned that two of the 
community centres were able 
to get a few registration forms 
before the clampdown. These 
completed forms were recently 
rejected by the City Clerk’s of¬ 
fice because "of the work in¬ 
volved in doublechecking." 

And the mayor has the gall to 
say, “I don't know what more 
the city of Victoria can do to 
get people to come down and 
register"? I would suggest, for 
a beginning, that the city up¬ 
hold the spirit and intent of the 
law, extend the registration 
closure date, and issue a public 
apology for refusing our com¬ 
munities the right — not the 
privilege — to register and 
vote. 


Only one man to be 
at helm of France

President Valery Giscard d'Estaing, In 
picking a politically-inexperienced economist 
as new prime minister, has reasserted his 
philosophy that there is room for only one 
man at the helm as he guides France on a sl¬ 
ightly leftward course. 

Raymond Barre, 52, succeeds Jacques 
Chirac, head of the powerful Gaulllst party 
who resigned in anger and frustration at be¬ 
ing denied a greater share in national 
political power. 

Giscard, elected by a whisker in 1974 and 
with five years still to serve, thus has finally 
brought months of political uncertainty to an 
end But some observers suggest his 
calculated risk may return to haunt him. 

In challenging Giscard. Chirac has greatly 
enhanced his standing In his Gaullist Union of 
Democrats for the Republic (UDR) party, by 
far the largest in the National Assembly 

Chirac. 43, was the youngest prime 
minister of the Fifth Republic. His ambition 
matches his skill and he may well have his 
eye on the presidency. Many observers feel 
his reputation has been strengthened by his 
break with Giscard. 

But for the moment the conservative 
Gaullists, who with Giscard's independent 
Republicans and the Centrists form the coali¬ 
tion government, will have little choice but to 
accept Giscard’s liberalizing ways. 

Giscard, in his flamboyant style, has 
already annoyed Gaullists by introducing a 
capital gains tax. More controversial, his 
pronouncements on defence place greater 
emphasis on conventianal forces and seem to 
downgrade the country's independent nuclear 
strike capacity.

The article in today’s 
Colonist, August 19. on Page 13, 
regarding the increase in the 
price of flour, was a striking 
example in how the public is 
getting gouged. 

A raise of 55c per 100 lbs. of 
flour is very close to half a cent 
a pound. If this increase "will 
likely be passed on to the retail 
customers” the increase would 
be half a cent per one pound 
loaf. Since we have no half pen¬ 
nies, the increase would have 
to be one cent, which is double 
the increase in the price of 
flour. Since the increase on 
June 29 was three cents, the 
question arises as to how a 
bakery could get six pounds of 
flour into a one-pound loaf of 
bread. 

The last sentence in the arti¬ 
cle is the one that really "lets 
the cat out of the bag.” The 
price of flour has not gone up 
because of a raise in the price 
of wheat. Quite the opposite is 
the excuse If wheat goes up, 
raise the price of flour. If flour 
goes up raise the price of 
wheat. Anyone who can make 
sense out of that is pretty dam 
smart. 

It all boils down to 'if people 
want bread let’s soak them.” 
Any excuse will do. Just 
another unjustified "ripoff.”

• At the same time, there are signs that Amin is nar¬ 
rowing still more the circle of advisers whom he trusts. Re¬ 
cent reports from Kenya of Ugandan army mutinies, while 
believed here to be exaggerated, are thought to be too persis¬ 
tent to be ignored. Virually all Amin’s remaining con¬ 
fidants are tribal associates, either Nubian or other Sudamc 
groups, or else members of Amin's own Kakwa tribe, 
another Sudanic grouping. All are Moslems, now dominant 
in a country which is overwhelmingly Christian. 

★ ★ ★ 

• A specific sign of a new wariness on Amin’s part is his 
unexpected decision, taken only last week, not to go to the 
summit of non-aligned nations currently in progress in Sri 
Lanka. The coup that propelled Amin to power was mounted 
when his predecessor, Milton Obote, was in Singapore at a 
conference of former British Commonwealth nations in 
January, 1971. 

• Finally, analysts are taking seriously reports that the 
Ugandan economy, in steady decline under five years of 
Amin’s mismanagement, is now in a state of chaos. Kam¬ 
pala, the capital, is believed to be emptying of citizens un¬ 
connected with the military or civil service, with people 
flocking back to their tribal villages, in which a subsistence 
economy in an agriculturally rich hinterland still exists. 

The assumption is that Amin by now has made so many 
enemies in his country or among tribal groups now living in 
exile that sooner or later an assassin will get him. 

★ * ★ 

What remains unclear Is the succession. There are no 
known political or military figures left in Uganda who could 
successfully lead a coup. Amin has destroyed the last 
vestiges of the Obote regime and has destroyed or driven into 
exile any persons with leadership capabilities. 

The immediate result of a successful plot against Amin, 
it is thought, would be a bloody power struggle among his 
survivors on the Defence Council, ending with the accession 
of one of a group of associates whose main attributes are 
loyalty to the present regime. 

Nevertheless, analysts credit Amin with an uncanny 
knack for manipulating subordinates, terrorizing some 
citizens for the benefit of others, and shrewdly staying a 
step or more ahead of his enemies. 

In his movements around his country, the street-wise 
Amin counts on his intuition and a network of informers 
for his safety. Los Angeles Times Nairobi bureau chief Dial 
Torgerson reported that in one assassination attempt, for in¬ 
stance, the assailants had set up machineguns on both sides 
of the road along which Amin's motor caravan was to pass. 
When the field marshal s car came by, both guns opened up. 
blasting it to pieces. But Amin survived — he was not in his 
usual car but in oneof his guard vehicles three spaces back in 
the convoy. 

★ ★ ★ 

He also allows no advance word of his movements and is 
said never to sleep in the same bed two nights In a row, olten 
descending by surprise on the homes ol acquaintances, tell¬ 
ing them that he is there for the night 

He has relied on an unusually bloodthirsty security ap¬ 
paratus. made up of four special squads loval onlv to the field 
marshal and president for life, as he styles himself. They are 
the state research unit, the public safety unit, the presiden¬ 
tial bodyguard and the military police. 

All four are thought responsible for tens of thousands of 
killings in police stations, barracks, prisons and torture 
centres throughout the country. 

Amin also has had help from abroad From early 1972, 
when he turned decisively anti-Western and fanatically anti- 
Israel, he has won vital support from Libya’s equally ec¬ 
centric dictator. Col. Moammar Khadafy, and an unverified 
amount of money. 

Since March, 1974, Amin’s basic power base in the 
Ugandan army has been bolstered by a supply of Soviet 
MiG 21s, light tanks, armored personnel carriers, rockets 
and other weapons, some of them obviously beyond the 
capacity of Ugandan soldiers. There are thought to be 
several hundred Russian technicians and advisers in the 
country working with the officer corps.

This is widely interpreted as an attempt to 
realign France with NATO, contrary to the 
teachings of the late president Charles de 
Gaulle, who withdrew France as a military 
alliance partner 

Critics of Chirac say that what he really 
wants is to be sort of power-sharing vice¬ 
presidency, able to stifle some of Giscard’s 
ideas even before they reach the National As¬ 
sembly. 

Giscard would have none of that. 

As much as the president desires the sup¬ 
port of a solid parliamentary majority, he ap¬ 
parently believes such a majority can only 
be maintained if there is a shift leftward. In a 
sense, he is responding to the powerful chal¬ 
lenge from the communist and leftist parties 
in advance of general elections in 18 months 
while offering reforms he feels the people 
want. 

But to Chirac this amounts to encouraging 
the enemy. Rather than be linked with 
success policies, he left Giscard to run it his 
own way. 

Under the new set-up. Giscard will handle 
the politics and the new prime minister, 
member of no political party but with a tower¬ 
ing reputation as an economist, will con¬ 
centrate almost exclusively on fighting infla¬ 
tion and restoring the value of the franc. 

The president apparently believes the 
economic revival will offset the political ef¬ 
fects of disarray in the coalition. If it works. 
Giscard will be well placed to lure back 
wavering voters tempted by the left. 

If it doesn't, some observers say, then 
Chirac will be vindicated and in a good posi¬ 
tion to attract the support of the coalition par¬ 
ties.

detective role 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Dr. 
Larry Cheevers is a dentist in 
detective’s clothing. 

His talent is taking the jaws 
from a corpse, often a murder 
victim, and filling in the past 
of a person whose identity has 
police baffled. 

In the last four years he’s 
handled about 100 casts in 
British Columbia with a suc¬ 
cess rate of about 85 per cent. 

That includes everything 
from routine identification of 
fire victims to identifying the 
remains of a murder victim. 

Dr. Cheevers takes a set of 
tee tli and determines a per¬ 
son’s age, size, sex, race, oc¬ 
cupation, social status and 
even country of origin. 

He and Bart Bastein, assis¬ 
tant to Vancouver coroner 
Glen McDonald, make up the 
forensic odontological dental 
team, which works with the 
Provincial Investigating 
Science Centre in investigat¬ 
ing deaths. 

Bastein removes the jaws 
from victims and prepares 
them for Cheevers who, at 32, 
has bis own dental practice in 
the city and works on the 
team mainly out of interest. 

They teamed up in 1972 
when Bastein, a patient of 
Cheevers, asked the dentist to 
help identify the body of a 
teenage girl found in Stanley 
Park. 

The head had been crushed 
by a 35-pound rock and the 
body was decomposed, mak¬ 
ing identification virtually im¬ 
possible. 

Using a progressive aging 
pattern developed by dentists, 
Dr. Cheevers was able to pin-

point the girl’s age at about 

15%. 

The dentist said the search 
tor matching dental records 
was monumental because 
nearly 15,000 girls in this age 
bracket disappear every year 
in North America. 

Dr. Cheevers says some 
I>eople were identified by 
their teeth as early as 1477 
when, after i the Battle of 
Nancy, Charles the Bold’s 
missing teeth told his follow¬ 
ers who he was, “thus allay¬ 
ing their doubts regarding his 
succession.’’ 

Paul Revere of American 
Independence fame also dab¬ 
bled in a crude form of foren¬ 
sic odontology in 1768 when he 
opened a dental practice, says 
Dr. Cheevers. 

Like a fingerprint, each per¬ 
son’s mouth is unique. 

Dr. Cheevers says it's un¬ 
likely the same dental situa¬ 
tion would be found in two 
person’s mouths. 

Studying dental charts and 
putting together combinations 
of work done is the secret of 
foresdc odontology. 

Sex can be determined by 
noting, among other things, 
the edges of the teeth which, 
in women, for example, tend 
to have more rounded edges 
than men. 

Certain races also have dis¬ 
tinguishing features in their 
teeth. Chinese and Eskimos 
have Shovel-shaped ineisorp 
and they tend to have shorter 
roots. 

“Blacks have a higher In¬ 
cidence of having two roots in 
the first pre-molar,” he said. 

Studying foreign matter in 
the gums may determine a 
person’s occupation. Dr. 
Cheevers said a seamstress 
tends to develop of notch in 
her front teetty from the habit 
of holding pins in her mouth. 

Social status may be ascer¬ 
tained by specialized work 
such as crown and bridge 
work because higher and mid¬ 
dle income groups ere willing 
to spend more on their per- 
s o n a 1 appearance. Dr. 
Cheevers says. 

A person's country of origin 
can be determined because 
different countries use vary¬ 
ing types of dental materials. 


VANCOUVER (CP) — It 
looks like a Rube Goldberg 
masterpiece, with tubes, 
pipes, ladders, boilers and 
furnaces jutting in different 
directions. 

But hidden behind a cor¬ 
rugated iron shed at Universi¬ 
ty of British Columbia is an 
ugly machine with a beautiful 
purpose. 

The collection of assorted 
oddments bears the un- 
memorable name of waste ga¬ 
sifier and It is expected to do 
a lot to enhance the lives of 
British Columbians. 

The gasifier is the latest 
brainchild of B.C. Research, 
the technical arm of the non¬ 
profit, independent, B.C. Re¬ 
search Council. 

Its purpose is to bum waste 
wood and turn it into energy. 

That sounds like a minor 
miracle in a province plagued 
by tepee burners which spew 
out smoke, bits of wood and 
ash in the process of eliminat¬ 
ing wood waste. 

Ming Liu, a research officer 
with B.C. Research, 
expressed confidence that the 
gasifier is the answer to the 
forest industry’s prayer. 

“We’ve sure had a lot of in¬ 
terest in this thing lately,” he 
■aid in an interview. 


“I’ve had an average of one 
group a week for the last sjx 
months and moat of them are 
from the U.S.” 

For the technically minded, 
the gasifier converts wood 
waste into combustible gases 
in a “pilot-scale fluidized bed 
reactor.” 

It is capable of converting 
300 pounds an hour of high- 


moisture wood into gases or 
charcoal. The gases may be 
used for drying or heating, 
while the charcoal could be 
pressed into briquettes or re¬ 
fined further into activated 
carbon. 

Liu said the main assets of 
the gasifier are economy and 
lack of pollution. Getting rid 
of waste wood in a tepee 


burner is becoming expensive 
and also results in almost 
constant smoke. 

Wood waste can be used in 
hog-fuel boilers to generate 
steam but forest companies 
find it difficult to get qualified 
engineers to operate them in 
remote areas. 

The gasifier needs no resi¬ 
dent engineer and meets the 


most stringent regulations 
without the addition of anti- 
pollution devices. 

And then there's cost. An 
installed hog-fuel boiler costs 


about $400,000, while Liu es¬ 
timates die gasifier can cost 
between $5,000 and $10,000 for 
each million British Thermal 
Units produced.

Trade deficit 
at $80 million 


OTTAWA (CP) — Canada’s 
deficit on trade with foreign 
countries grew during July to 
$89 million from $52 million in 
June, Statistics Canada re¬ 
ported Friday. 

The value of exports and of 
imports each declined. 

Most of the decline in ex¬ 
ports occurred because of re¬ 
duced value of shipments to 
the United States, which takes 
about 70 per cent of Canada’s 
exports. A drop in deliveries 
of motor vehicles and. of auto 
parts accounted for about 75 
per cent of the over-all de¬ 
cline in exports to U.S. mar¬ 
kets. 

Overseas shipments were 
also down, affecting particu¬ 
larly wheat, asbestos, lumber, 


and pulp. There were 6m all 
increases in shipments of 
newsprint, non-ferrous metals 
and autos. 

The decline in value of im¬ 
ports mainly occurred in 
trade with overseas countries. 

was a small drop In im¬ 
ports from the nine-country 
European Economic Commu¬ 
nity and from Japan, but Lm- 
jx>rts from other countries fell 
sharply because of reduced 
crude oil imports.

Clairvoyant ship-seller keeps secrets 


VANCOUVER (CP) — An 
Ottawa man who says he is 
selling seven ‘‘excellent oil 
tanker ships,” has local ship¬ 
ping officials puzzled. 

Elias Mallett, who describes 
himself as a clairvoyant, as¬ 
trologer and president of the 


Ottawa-based, shipping firm 
Els International Investments 
Ltd., placed an advertisement 
in local newspapers offering 
the ships for sale. 

The manager of one local 
shipping firm suggested that 
“Vancouver seems to be an

odd place to try and sell 
tankers.” 

“In all my years here. I’ve 
never heard of an ocean-going 
tanker entering Vancouver 
harbor,” the official said. 

"I would think he would do 
better selling his ships in 
Montreal or some eastern 
port.” r 

Mallett said that while his 
ships are primarily’ tankers, 
they are convertible to other 
purposes, including commer¬ 
cial fishing. 

But his efforts to sell the 
ships, three of which he 
claims are more than 60,000 
tons, didn’t impress local 
shippers. 

"There is no market for 
larger tankers,” said one. 
“The Norwegian fiords are 
filled with large tankers in 
storage. TTiere’s no market 
for them.” 

Mallett said three of the 
ships are less than a year old, 


weigh in at less than 32,500 
tons each and won’t be sold 
for less than $15 million 
apiece. 

He said the others range 
from a 69.000-ton motor 
tanker valued at about $3.2 
million to an 11-year-old 
74.000-ton vessel for $4.2 mil¬ 
lion. 

*.Mallett said he got started 
in the shipping business after 
using self-taught lawyers 
skills to impound a boat he'd 
been fired from as a seaman 
17 years ago. 

He said he won his case, 
being awarded $300 in back 
wages. 

Mallett was secretive about 
h i s background, exactly 
where his ships are, or how 
many he‘owns, saying that 
selling ships is “a dirty and 
cutthroat business.” 

He said he’s offered the 
ships to Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau, either as an individual 


or on behalf of the Canadian 
government, but has received 
no answer. 

“The prime minister Is out 
of the country, you know,” 
Mallett said, adding that the 
ships are for sale because he 
wants to purchase newer 
ones. 

He said he was selling the 
ships in Vancouver because 
he had heard that "certain 
people” were interested in 
some of the smaller ones. 

Once Canada’s 200-mile off¬ 
shore fishing limit comes into 
effect in January', the oppor¬ 
tunities for fishing vessels of 
5,000 or 15,000 tans will be 
substantially greater, he ex¬ 
plained. 


Mallett was reluctant to dis¬ 
cuss his use of clairvoyance 
in business, but said he has 
predicted Grey Cup results, 
elections, and the date of 
birth, sex and first initial of 
the Trudeaus’ first child. 

And according to a report in 
the Ottawa Citizen in 1974, he 
used his clairvoyant skills to 
make $22,000 in shares in a 
Quebec mining company in 
just 10 weeks. 

His prediction this week? 

“I know I'll be very 
successful before I leave Van¬ 
couver. Til sow the seeds and 
reap the rewards.” 

Mallett in a later interview 
said his seven ships were 


“down around Europe, in that 
area, you know” and again 
refused to name their regis¬ 
try. 

“I have received offers 
from all over the world,” he 
said. "The phone s been ring¬ 
ing off the hook. 

"But I haven't accepted any 
of the offers—some are from 
the U.S.-4)ecause I’m in no 
hurry to sell. I’m waiting for 
the highest bidders.” 

He also said his ships "were 
all at sea,” then said that 
some were near New York, 
“but what does it matter 
where they are?”

Price-fixing charges ‘stupidity’ 


i A 23-year-old Victoria man 
who had been paroled less 
than a month ago will be sen¬ 
tenced Monday in Victoria 
provincial court by Judge Wil¬ 
liam Ostler following a plea of 
guilty to a charge of posses¬ 
sion of codeine. 

After the plea was entered 
Friday by Daniel Giarlpfc 
O’Sullivan, address not 
known. prosecutor Vance' 
Gardner said police made a 
routine search oi a car which 
O’Sullivan was driving about 
2 p.m. Thursday in the 
600-bIoek Johnson. 

Gardner said olficers found 
a syringe containing a color¬ 
less liquid, a capsule and a 
spoon with traces of white in 
the bowl and black bums un¬ 
derneath. He said O’Sullivan 
told police he didn’t know 
what was in the capsule but 
the spoon and .syringe had 
been used "to fix a cap of 
codeine an hour before.’’ 

T^e prosecutor also said 
O’Sullivan had a record of 
eight sentences in the last 
seven years for a total of 22 
offences, almost all of them 
for break-ins. 

The sentences had been 
overlapping since early 1972 


but indications were O'Sulli¬ 
van was not due for formal 
release from his last prison 
t&rm until November, was on 
parole until then and would be 
on two years’ probation there¬ 
after. 

Sentence was deferred so 
O’Sullivan's employer could 
appear Mopda> to speak in 
his behalf Bail was not dis¬ 
cussed because Ostler also 
signed a warrant revoking the 
parole.

A higher-court trial was or¬ 
dered by Ostler for Jeffrey 
Kenneth Gill, 18. of 1160 Bum- 
side West, and Keith Edward 
Mack, 17, of 885 Dunsmuir. 

The two chose trial by 
judge and jury and then 
waived a preliminary hearing 
on a joint Esquimalt charge 
of theft July 29 of four fire- 
bells. four emergency lights 
and two glass fire-exit signs 
at Ocean Park Manor, 885 
Dunsmuir. and possession of 
the same articles knowing 
they were stolen.

REGINA (CP) The U.S. 
government’s action in bring- 
i n g price-fixing charges 
against varidUs com jsanies be¬ 
cause of Saskatchewan potash 
regulations was condemned 
by provincial liberal leader 
Dave Steuart Friday as "ar¬ 
rogant stupidity.’’ 

Steuart, a key figure in the 
1966-71 liberal government 
that started the potash ■pi'ora- 
tioning system, said the U.S. 
acjion constitutes an attempt 
by the U.S. government to im- 
l*»e its laws on Saskatrhe- 


wan and to deny Saskatche¬ 
wan the right to control its 
own resources. 

"Of course it was price fix¬ 
ing," Steuart said in an inter- 
view. "W’e set the 
price . . . we have every right 
to do it." 

The potash prorationing 
system, begun in a period of 
potash oversupply and give¬ 
away prices, allocated each 
Saskatchewan potash com¬ 
pany a share of the market, 
and set a floor price so that 
all the companies could sur¬ 


vive the period of oversupply. 
The prorationing system was 
effectively abandoned when 
potash demand picked up. 

But the U.S. justice depart¬ 
ment is bringing price-fixing 
charges against s^me of the 
parties involved in the situa¬ 
tion and Thursday released a 
list of 157 persons and cor¬ 
porations whom it associated 
with price-fixing. 

Steuart said the price-fixing 
Involved was comparable with 
the activities of agricultural 
marketing'boards, not with il¬ 


legal corporate acts. 

He said the floor price set' 
by prorationing, about 518 a, 
ton, yielded only minimal 
profits and the freely-es¬ 
tablished price today is about 
$38 a ton. 

Also, the Liberal leader 
said, the companies involved 
were given no choice by the 
government of the day: They 
were told that if they did not 
accept the prorationing. sys¬ 
tem, their licences to mine 
potash in Saskatchewan would 
be taken away.

else to help him out of it. 

Peter McLean and five 
about three to six months and 
gists and six psychiatrists are 
involved in a treatment proj¬ 
ect designed to see clients 
other UBC clinical psycholo- 
through depression, then fol¬ 
low their progress for three 
years. 

He says the project is de¬ 
signed to alleviate depression 
through an understanding of 
what has caused it. The objec¬ 
tive is far people to be able to 
monitor their own moods be¬ 
cause the best farm of treat¬ 
ment is self-help. 

McLean says the project, 
which began in February, 
screens prospective clients 
between 20 and 60 years old 
with physical and psycholo¬ 


gical tests to determine the 
nature of the depression. 

He says they take only peo¬ 
ple who are primarily 
those whose depression has 
been set off by something else 
such as alcoholism or physical 
illness. 

Clients are given one of four 
forms of treatment, chosen at 
random, tor three months. 
McLean says there are be¬ 
tween 15 and 18 recognized 
treatments but the group has 
selected four they feel are 
best — verbal psychotherapy, 
behavior therapy, setf-r^axa- 
tion training and anti-depres¬ 
sant medication. 

Freq*iency of treatment de¬ 
pends on the depth of depres¬ 
sion and clients can be seen 
once a week or each day, at 
any hour, although the 
average is once a week. He 
says if they are going to be 
effective in treating people it 
will be done in the first three 
months. 

Fpr the next 33 weeks 
clients are contacted weekly 
to see how they are coping. 

“About 50 to 80 per cent of 
depression cases will have an¬ 


other episode after treat¬ 
ment," lie said. “But hopeful¬ 
ly, the treatment will teach 
them how to handle it them¬ 
selves and in the follow-ups 
we inquire If things are going 
right for them, just to keep in 
touch. 

McLean says the project, 
funded by the federal health 
and welfare department, how 
is seeing 80 people, 85 per 
cent women. 

He says women are circum- 
stantially susceptible to 
stress, which leads to depres¬ 
sion because of their sex, hav¬ 
ing children and whether 
they're married, widowed, di¬ 
vorced or separated. 


He says statistically speak¬ 
ing single females are almost 
exempt from depression. 

And women tend to admit 
they are depressed more easi¬ 
ly than do men, because they 
have fewer opportunities to be 
successfully independent. 

McLean says male depres¬ 
sion tends to centre in job 
pressures, rather than mari¬ 
tal or family problems while 
women, particulaTly house¬ 
wives, tend to become 
depressed over decreasing 
communication with the fami¬ 
ly and a growing lack of feel¬ 
ing of self-worth.

year and as of Wednesday, 
had 89 wins. 110 second-place 
finishes and 85 thirds in 587 
mounts for the current meet. 

Blond and blue-eyed, Lo¬ 
seth looks younger than his 21 
years. He speaks with quiet 
self-assurance about his suc¬ 
cess. 

One thing Loseth doesn't 
have to worry about is his 
weight. He packs around 110 
rounds on his slight, five-foot- 
one and one-half inch frame 
and doesn't have to exercise 

keep fit. 

“I do enough every morn¬ 
ing." he says and exp'ains 
that he’s up at 4:45 and gets 
to the track around 6 to gallop 
horses, about eight a day. 

And on racing days he 
averages eight mounts a card. 

Loseth takes a day off once 
in a while and sleeps in the 
afternoons on racing nights. 
Racing goes on three nights a 
week, with the last race end¬ 
ing after 10 p.m., and Satur¬ 
day racing beginning at noon. 

He says you have to have a 
certain strength to be a jock¬ 
ey. 

"It's like sprinting for 100 
yards. You really put out for 
a short period of time. 

"Finishing strong is impor¬ 
tant. That's when you go to 
the whip and do a lot of hand 
riding." 

Jockey have limited use of 
their legs but Loseth says it’s 
a jockey's legs that give out 
first. 

"They have a lot of knee 
problems when they start out. 
You take a lot of weight on 


•them and they're all cramped 
up.” 

So what’s It like perched 
atop a 1000-pound animal 
when the starting gate opens 
and„you’re stuck in the mid¬ 
dle of a pack of horses all gal¬ 
loping flat out? 

"Things happen so fast 
there’s not much chance to be 
scared. By the time it starts 
to happen you’re on your way 
down already.” 

He estimates his monthly 
income at $6,000 to $8,000. Out 
of that oomes 25 per cent for 
his agent. A $2 fee for each 
mount goes to tha Jockey 
Guild. And he has to pay his 
valet. 

A jockey gets 10 per cent a 
each purse and a $27 mini 
mum for each ride. 

Last winter he rode in Call 
fomia against some of tht 
best riders in North America.

ments of tablets 13 feet below

I po. There were 15,000 tablets 
in all. 

■Because of the tablets, an¬ 
cient Syria is beginning to be 
recognized as a rival of an¬ 
cient Egypt and Mesopotamia 
in the history of civilization. 

Prof. Giovanni Pettinato, a 
language exjiert who has been 
reading the tablets, says they 
shed light on the history of 
the Jewish people. 

The tablets cover a 150-year 
period, from 2400 to 2250 BC. 

They place Ebla, a city 


until now only briefly men¬ 
tioned in ancient Middle East 
inscriptions, firmly on the 
map as the centre of a vast 
and civilized kingdom. For 
decades this kingdom domi¬ 
nated an area extending from 
the Red Sea north to what 
now is Turkey and east to 
Mesopotamia. 

The tablets reveal an un¬ 
known language, what the Ita¬ 
lians have called Eblaite. akin 
to the biblical Hebrew that 
was spoken more than one 
thousand years later. As such, 
they might contribute to an 
understanding of some of the 
controversial parts of the 
Bible. 


The tablets include interna¬ 
tional treaties, military re¬ 
ports, religious texts, descrip¬ 
tions of rites and sacrifices, 
and stories of creation and 
the great flood. 

Pettinato says in scanning 
photographic copies of the 
tablets he has read the names 
of Abraham. Ishmael. Israel. 
Esau and Saul hundreds of 
times. A dozen times he came 
across the name "Daudum”— ! 
David.

The bishop said there was 
no doubt in the commission’s 
mind that an inquest was jus¬ 
tified. "We hope it will get to 
the heart of widespread alle¬ 
gations surrounding Coreen 
Thomas' death and the subse¬ 
quent investigations," he said. 
"We would also like to see the 
case handled with dispatch." 

Vanderhoof coroner Eric 
Turner has called an inquest 
after first saying such an 
investigation was not neces¬ 
sary. 

De Roo said he hoped 
'memories of the hard feel¬ 
ings generated by the Fred 
Quilt affair will caution local 
authorities in their handling 
of the case and that geograph¬ 
ical boundaries will not pre¬ 
clude the participation of na¬ 
tive people or anyone else in 
the proceedings. 

"An atmosphere of com¬ 
plete impartiality is essential 
to the dispensation of jus¬ 
tice." 

The Fred Quilt incident re¬ 
ferred to by De Roo took 
place in 1972 with allegations 
that the Indian was beaten or 
kicked to death by RCMP of¬ 
ficers. Two inquests wpre 
held, and both absolved the 
RrMT*. 

The human rights branch 
has taken an active part in 
the Thomas incident and has 
submitted several reports to 
the attorney-general’s depart¬ 
ment. 

"The human rights branch 
has submitted information to 
us concerning the case and 
we ehall he watching its 
course with intense interest," 
the bishop said. 

"We feel adequate legal 
counsel should be available to 
everyone involved and, above 
all, that the principle of 
equality under the law be jea¬ 
lously protected." 

The coroner has not yet set 
a date for the inquest but has 
Indicated it will be late in 
September.

Trudeau ‘feeding ego ’with patriation bid

Prime Minister Trudeau's 
consistent demands for pa¬ 
triation of the Canadian con¬ 
stitution from Britain is little 
more than a "political gim¬ 
mick." 

Constitutional law expert 
Ronald Cheffins of the law 
faculty at the University- of 
Victoria, made the Rtatemeni 
Friday during the taping of 
Capital Comment for viewing 
on CTV Sunday. 

Cheffins, who has written 
two books on the constitution, 
said he felt Trudeau "wants 
to go down in history as the 
man who brought the constitu¬ 
tion back to Canada." In his 
opinion the constitution as it 
stands today "is viable and 


elastic enough to meet our 
needs." 

Regarded as among the top 
three constitutional law ex¬ 
perts in Canada, Cheffins said 


he was fearful that increasing 
domination of the provinces 
by Ottawa could eventually 
lead to the breakup of Cana¬ 
da. 


"Let me put It this way: 
I’m more fearful that that 
may happen today than I was 
U) years ago," Cheffins said. 
One of the major causes of 


the disenchantment of the 
east and west seaboard prov¬ 
inces with the federal govern¬ 
ment was the increasing cen¬ 
tralization of power and the

Close to 70 per cent of first- 
year students at the Universi¬ 
ty of Victoria show "an ap¬ 
palling ignorance" of Cana¬ 
dian politics, Ronald Cheffins 
said Friday. 

He made th4 statement dur¬ 
ing taping of the CTV show 
Capital Comment for viewing 
Sunday. 

Cheffins, a member of the 


law faculty at UVic, has 
taught political science on the 
campus for many years. 

"When I talk to my first- 
year students on Canadian po¬ 
litical history they show “an 
appalling ignorance — fright¬ 
ening," he said. 

Cheffins said that during a 
lecture to 75 students not long 
ago he. asked if they could tell 
him who Duplessis was. 


"Only four were able to tell 
me," Cheffins said. "I don't 
blame the students, really. 
And although we always seem 
to be kicking the school sys¬ 
tem. I have to place most of 
the blame there. The kids are 
being taught by teachers who 
don’t, know too much about 
politics themselves." 

Cheffins said the solution to 


the lack of knowledge should 
be found within the school 
system. "In the meantime it's 
up to you people in the news¬ 
paper business to keep us as 
informed as you can," he 
said. "The newspaper is one 
of the great bastions of free¬ 
dom in this country; without 
them I don’t know what we 
would do." 


autocratic actions of such 
commissions as the Canadian 
Hatlio-Television and Tele¬ 
communications Commission. 

Cheffins said that while 
CRTC decisions might appear 
unimportant to the public 
when they were handed down, 
they nevertheless added up to 
a group of bureaucrats telling 
the people of Canada what 
they could and could not lis¬ 
ten to on radio or watch on 
television. 

The trend, he said, was ex¬ 
tremely dangerous.

Biology student had marijuana farm 


‘Pure research’ costs $500 


A University of Victoria bi¬ 
ology student who rebuilt a 
Colwood barn for experiments 
on how marijuana "fits into 
the cycle of life" was fined 
5500 and put on probation for 
six months Friday by Judge 
William Ostler in Victoria 
provincial court. 

The penalty for Richard 
Stephen McPhee, 20, of 1938 
Trans Canada Highway, was 
among the largest ever im¬ 
posed in the Victoria court for 
a marijuana possession first 
offender. The maximum pen¬ 
alty is a $1,000 fine and six 


months In jail but the normal 
fine is $75. 

A warrant was issued by 
Ostler for another person who 
did not appear to face the 
Aug. 16 charge with McPhee. 

After McPhee pleaded 
guilty, prosecutor Vance 
Gardner said McPhee rented 
the bam to make a furniture 
workshop, then rebuilt it to 
provide a small greenhouse in 
the loft, new locks on all the 
doors and new artificial lights 
electrically timed to go on in 
the morning and off in the 
evening. 


Gardner said the green¬ 
house had "proper growing 
soils" and special additives in 
the water to aid growing. He 
said police found 62 mari¬ 
juana plants from four inches 
to 2feet in height. 

Asked if he wanted to say 
anything, McPhee started into 
a long explanation centred on 
his desire as a second-year bi¬ 
ology major to find out "how 
each plant fits into the cycle 
of life." 

He said marijuana "may 
have a particular purpose and 
function which I believe has 


been overlooked so far" and 
more could be learned by 
studying its entire growth 
cycle than "when it is 
chopped up and dried." 

McPhee said he hoped to 
learn from studying the chem¬ 
ical composition of the plants 
"at various ages" and com¬ 
bining results with those of 
electrocardiogram tests to 
find effects on the heart, 
blood pressure, eye reactions, 
digestion and skin responses 
(anxiety). 

In addition, he said, mari¬ 
juana is "an amazing plant 


Life too empty forfarmboy 


City life proved too much 
early Friday, for farmboy 
Mark David Stadnyk, 18. who 
will be sentenced next Friday 
by Judge William Ostler in 
Victoria provincial court after 
admitting responsibility for a 
tense early-morning confron¬ 
tation with police. 

$tadnyk pleaded guilty Fri¬ 
day afternoon to a three-count 
Victoria charge of dangerous 
use of a shotgun and posses¬ 
sion of a shotgun and an imi¬ 
tation Magnum revolver tor a 
purpose dangerous to the pub¬ 
lic peace in a half-hour in¬ 
cident in an apartment block 
at 2551 Government. 

He told Ostler he worked on 
a farm for about four years. 
"14 or 15 hours a day,” until 
he came to Victoria in April. 
In tfoe city, said Stadnyk, 
there was either no work or 
only eight hours a day and "I 
have just too much energy." 

The tall, slim, blond youth 
said he took to drinking to fill 
the empty hours and "now I’d 
like to find a job in a logging 
camp and leave the city. Dver 
since I came to the city, 
there's been trouble." 

Stadnyk pleaded guilty Aug. 
9 before Ostler to a charge of 
possession July 13 at his resi¬ 
dence of 14 one-ounce bags of 
marijuana and was remanded 
to next Friday for a presen¬ 
tence report and sentence. At 
the same time, his roommate 
was cleared of the same 
charge. 

About 1:30 a.m. Friday, res¬ 
idents of suites around Stad- 
nyk’s at 2551 Government re¬ 
ported a series of shots. Eight 
Victoria policemen led by Sgt. 
Douglas Sleivert arrived in 
four cars to be told by the 
roommate that Stadnyk had 
hit him on the head with a 
shotgun butt and told him to 
get out. 

After the roommate obeyed, 
Stadnyk fired five or six 
blasts from the shotgun at 
lights, his windows and into 
walls. One policeman de¬ 
scribed his suite as "a com¬ 
plete shambles." 

Tht roommate told the of¬ 
ficers that Stadnyk had said 
he was "going to take a po¬ 
liceman with him." 

Sleivert, one of two Victoria 
policemen wounded in 1970 by 
a bank robber later impri¬ 
soned tor 20 years, called to 
Stadnyk a suggestion that, 
they talk. Stadnyk appeared 
at a window and agreed to 
talk to Sleivert but only if 
both were unarmed. 

Sleivert went inside, leaving 
his gun behind, only to find 
what seemed to be a revolver 
protruding from Stadnyk’s 
belt. Sleivert said the agree¬ 
ment was broken and started 
to leave. Stadnyk shouted: 
"Come on back ... I want to 
see you." 

"Throw down the gun." 
Sleivert replied, and Stadnyk 
did. The two talked, with Slei¬ 
vert quietly suggesting Stad- 


nyk come with him and Stad¬ 
nyk telling his troubles in the 
big city, especially with po¬ 
lice. 

He picked up the weapon 
once but put it down and fi¬ 
nally surrendered 20 minutes 
after the talk began. Police 
found the weapon was an imi¬ 
tation revolver. In the suite, 


they discovered a shotgun, 
five shell casings and a .22 
calibre rifle barrel. 

"The conduct of this matter 
reflects great credit on the 
police officers," said Ostler. 

Stadnyk wanted to plead 
guilty when he appeared in 
court Friday morning but 
prosecutor Robert Mulligan 


and Legal Aid duty counsel 
Harry Mah Ming said that 
"there may be psychological" 
problems. 

In the afternoon. Mulligan 
said a doctor had examined 
Stadnyk and reported the 
youth was "a lime depressed 
but not psychotic ... he is fit 
to stand trial.”

4 biology student said he 
4 ' t o o k reasonable care" 
through the padlocks to make 
sure other people would not 
get to the plants. He added 62 
plants "may sound like a lot 
. • . but there was a poor 
sprouting ratio." 

His research was "pure,” 
meaning it was clear of addi¬ 
tives and chemicals, and he 
did not seek a licence tor the 
study because he knew from 
others how difficult it would 
he to get one. Besides, public 
knowledge of the study 
“would make it harder to con¬ 
centrate." 

McPhee said marijuana 
was "something that society 
would need to find out about 
as quickly as possible." He 
realized it had harmful side 
effects and society should be 
protected but "controls can 
get in the way of experi¬ 
menting." 

"These restrictions have not 
helped society," he said. 1 In 
fact, they have hindered soci¬ 
ety by slowing research.” 

Questioned by Ostler, 
McPhee said he did not reallv 
realize the illegality of his ac¬ 
tions until after he spoke to 
police. For one thing, he did 
not realize that conviction for 
cultivating marijuana could 
mean seven years in prison. 

Said Ostler: "Parliament 
has made arrangements tor 
the performance of experi¬ 
ments under appropriate cir¬ 
cumstances and proper autho¬ 
rization. The Parliament of 
this country is aware that ex¬ 
perimentation needs to be 
done and you must leave that 
to Parliament to decide. 

"You may not do this soil 
of thing . . and you know 
that."

Friday night of every door, 
window, carpet, and piece of 
plumbing. 

Alan Parkin, part-owner of 
Attica, a surplus warehouse 
that retails the odds and ends 
of condemned houses, said 
Friday night his crew was 
hired by Wayne’s Trucking, a 
demolition and trucking com¬ 
pany, which in turn was hired 
by Daon Development Corp. 

While Parkin spoke, a truck 
waited outside the house with 
oak floorboards piled in back. 

Dick Van Der Peyl, project 
manager of Daon, said his 
firm was issued a demolition 
permit in July, with no riders 
attached, for reconstruction in 
the James Bay waterfront 
block between Boyd and 
Lewis, and Dallas and Lux- 
ton. Daon plans to build town- 
house condominiums. 

The house was occupied at 
the time of the permit. 

Concerning Daon’s notifica¬ 
tion to the tenants who oc¬ 
cupied suites in the house that 
Dunelm would be demolished, 
Van Der Peyl said: 

"An equitable arrangement 
was made between the ten¬ 
ants and our company. No 
one complained about it. I’m 
not ashamed about it, I'm not 
proud of it. It. was one of 
those things. I really don’t 
want to go into it.”

of the James BaJ Homes and 
Space Association spoke to 
Van Der Peyl about saving 
Dunelm. He told them they 
could save it if they were will¬ 
ing to move it. 

Mona Morley of 450 Dallas, 
an association member, said 
F’riday that they didn’t expect 
the building to come down lor 
another two weeks. 


Demolition was to start at 7 
a.m. today. 

Miss Morley is afraid that 
more homes will be coming 
down. “They tear houses 
down, then they put up homes 
so expensive no one can af¬ 
ford them," she said. "The 
developers don’t care about 
Victoria, they just want to 
make money." 


Friday night Dunelm u%s 
quiet. The front door, with the 
number 412, was lying under 
some plaster in the front hall. 

The windows were gone. 
The name Dunelm was still 
over the entranceway. Not 
much else was left. 

A gray building in rococco 
style, with white trim and 
three rounded cupolas at the 
top like lookouts, you could 
still get a sense of its 
majesty. 

But tomorrow it won’t be 
there. 


Vote fight signs ’em up 


Publicity generated from 
threatened legal action 
against Victoria because of 
the city’s handling of voter 
registration has prompted 
more people to get on the 
voters’ list, according to city 
olerk Morran Waller. 

The controversy was the 
best thing that had ever hap¬ 
pened to voter registration, 
said Waller, whose refusal to 
turn over applications in bulk 
to a community association 
sparked legal action. 

"It’s better than us paying 
for an ad,” Waller added. 

Other clerks in Greater Vic¬ 


toria municipalities reported 
a slight upswing in registra¬ 
tion to meet the deadline 
Tuesday but few attributed 
the interest to the city’s legal 
dispute. 

Clerks in the Saanich Penin¬ 
sula municipalities credited 
an increase ih registration to 
recreation referendums to be 
held next month. 

The Fairfield Community 
Association will take the city 
to court next Wednesday. Its 
solicitor hopes to persuade a 
supreme court judge to order 
Waller to realease application 
forms to the association. Re¬ 


presenting the city is former 
city nolicitor Terence 
O’Grady. 

Robert Milne, acting for the 
association, said Friday such 
an order would still giv*,asso- 
ciation members time to dis¬ 
tribute the application forms 
so that potential voters could 
lie included on the Kst by a 
court of revision. 

Even if eligible persons fail 
to register by next Wednesday 
or show up for a court of 
revision they may still vote on 
municipal election day by 
signing a declaration stating 
they are eligible.

Rugs in demand 
mounted on wall

Rugs mounted on walls 
offer texture, pattern, and 
color at prices that are usual¬ 
ly far less than good paint¬ 
ings. 

Area rugs have, indeed, fre- 
quenlty 'become' "works of 
art’' in themselves, and 
worthy of the distinctive dis¬ 
play they are now getting in 
many homes. 

One such rug of museum 
calibre was designed by 
Stanislav V'Soske and was a 
year anrl a half in execution. 
It is a lour de force of color 
and design called Riders in 
Spring. The limited-edition 
rug is a documentary pattern 
based on an ancient Chinese 
design, rt is 5 feet 4 inches by 
6 feet 5 inches in size, and 
sells for SI6.OOO. .More usual 
prices for great V’Soske 4-by- 
5-foot rugs vary from $1,500 to 
$ 2 , 000 . 

At the other end of the re¬ 
tail scale", however, there are 
handsome Rya carpets, im¬ 
ported from Denmark to re¬ 
tail in the $200 to $225 range.

the Navajo are now in 
great demand as wall decora¬ 
tions, as are Mid-Eastern Ori¬ 
entals. 

But how does one attach 
such attractive small rugs se¬ 
curely to your wall? 

Ege Rya, Inc., an importer 
of Danish-made rugs, shares 
four methods with us. 

(1) Tackless stripping (the 
kind available for laying car¬ 
pet's on the floor) comes in' 
three — or four-foot-long 
strips and with tacks of dif¬ 
fered lengths to accomodate 
either thick or thin pile. Out 
stripping the width of your 
rug; nail to the wall (four 
nails are usually considered 
sufficient). Then press rug 
against the room-facing tacks. 
Tf necessary, for smooth, sa¬ 
gless hanging, a second strip 
may be placed at. the bottom 
of the rug. The rug can easily 
be taken down for cleaning or 
moving. 

(2) Build a frame of or 
*i - i n c h molding, slightly 
smaller than the size of the 
rug you are hanging. Tack the 
rug to the frame and then 
hang the frame on the wall, 
using large-size picture hooks 
screws, or nails. The Metro¬ 
politan Museum of Art ad¬ 
vised this method to the pur¬ 
chaser of a woven Greek rug. 

(3) Inslall an ornamental 
wood or brass drapery rod on 
the wall and attach the rug to 
it with heavy br^ss clips. 

(4) Attach rug directly to 
the wall with taicks or staples, 
but this method is not really 
recommended; wall damage 
can result. 

The condition of the wall it¬ 
self, and the weight of the 
mg, often will help determine 
the method selected. Where 
especially heavy rugs are 
being hung. It may he neces¬ 
sary for greater security to 
attack the frame to the wall 
with screw’s and Rawlplugs. 

Sharon Carvel], a designer 
for Innerscape Associates of 
Colorado Springs. Colorado, 
has de\ised yet another hang¬ 
ing technique. She, too. makes 
a frame of thin wood molding 
but then attaches the rug to 
the frame with Velcro tafie. 
One side of the Velcro has an 
adhesive which adheres it to 
the rug: the other side ad¬ 
heres to the frame. She likes 
this method for hanging 
American Indian rugs, espe¬ 
cially.

A colorful round hand-braid¬ 
ed Mexican rug is the conver¬ 
sation piece or! a "transform¬ 
ed” w-all.

CALORIE CONSCIOUS COOKING

BOSTON -- If anybody ever 
says "You oughtta be in pic¬ 
tures" tell them "no thanks" 
your .job washing dishes is 
less tiring. 

Last week we got the "big 
break," a chance to be in the 
movies. This picture was 
about clams, so we co-starred 
with a Quahog. But who 
knows where it could lead! 
Fish stories are box office, 
they say. Remember Jaws? 

Set in the lush jungle of a 
suburban patio, this was The 
suspenseful tale of how to put 
together a clambake with 
fresh fish. 

Part of the suspense came 
from worrying if the clams 
would open by themselves 
under the hot lights. For us, 
the suspense was the next 
line, since our memory span 
only covers our telephone 
number, without area code. 

If patience is a virtue, 
then heaven is filled with mo¬ 
viemakers, because putting 
together a clambake on your 
patrio is a lot easier t> do 
than it is to film. And a lot 
more fun. 

If you’re weight-wary (as 
all we movie stars are) a 
clambake is your kind al en¬ 
tertainment. Here’s how: 

PATIO CLAMBAKE 

For each person you’ll 
need: 

one-quarter pound fresh fish 
fillet 

1 small ear of fresh corn, 
shucked 

2 small potatoes, peeled 
2 small onions, peeled 
parsley flakes 

5 to 10 clams, oysters or 
mussels 

sheet' of heavy aluminum 
foil 
water 

dry white wine 
any large kettle (or a clam 
steamer) 

NOTE: In the film we used 
beautiful thick fillets of pol¬ 
lock because it’s delicious, in¬ 
expensive and widely avail¬ 
able most of the year, but any 
thick fresh fillets will do: 
flounder, haddock, cod. etc. 

The corn should be small, 
fresh, shucked, and trimmed 
to fit neatly into the alumi¬ 
num foil bundles. 

To make each bundle, lay a 
sheet of foil flat. On the foil, 
off centre, assemble a piece 
of fish, an ear of corn, 2 
onions and one potato. Season 
with salt, pepper and parsley. 

Fold over the foil and crimp 
the ends to make a tight enve¬ 
lope. Then puncture the enve¬ 
lope around the edges with a 
fork 10 to 12 times to let in the 
steam. 

Pack the bundles tightly In 
a deep kettle. A large two- 
part clam steamer can he 
used, if you have one. Pour on 
equal parts w-hite wine snd 
water, about a half cup each 
person. Put on the lid and 


heat to boiling, then lower to 
a gentle simmer. 

This can be done indoors on 
top of the range, our outside 
on your patio grill, or even 
over a camp stove. Let every¬ 
thing steam undisturbed for 
about two hours while you 
and your guests relax, chat or 
work up an appetite over 
tennis. The long cooking time 
is needed because the bund¬ 
les are tightly packed. It also 
gives all the flavors a chance 
to blend. 


Then open the kettle and 
add the clams (discard any 
that are broken or that fail to 
shut tightly when touched i. 
Cover and continue steaming 
until all the clam* open 
(about 25-30 minutes). Dis¬ 
card any that won’t open. To 
serve, scoop the steamed 
clams into dishes. Empty 
each packet onto individual 
plates and garnish with fresh 
parsley. Ladle the delicious 
broth into cups. About 380 cal¬ 
ories a serving.

Six koala bears equal 
forest of eucalyptus 


SAN DIEGO (UPD - Aus¬ 
tralia’s bicentennial gift to the 
United States — six koala 
bears — have required the 
planting of 30.000 eucalyptus 
trees at the San Diego Zoo to 
provide a continuing supply of 
food. ___ .. -_ 

Housed in the only koala 
bear colony outside Australia, 
the furry animals cat leaves 
picked daily from shoots on 
100 small trees of 18 different 
species of eucalyptus. 

Ernie Chew, zoo horticul¬ 
turist, started planting more 
trees — the koala’s only food 
source — last year as soon as 
the zoo had an inkling the six 
would join the three koalas al¬ 
ready here. 

The zoo has devoted a 
greenhouse for growing euca¬ 
lyptus seedlings and a hillside 
of land for raising the trees. 
The trees are grown to an 
eight-foot height, then 
chopped to a one-foot stump. 
The stump continues to pro¬ 
duce shoots — at a rate of a 
foot a week during summer — 
for .Jour years. 

The seven-foot shoots are 
placed in feeder cans at the 


body heat down so Is used in 
summer. 

It appears two of the new 
koalas will have babies in a 
few months which poses some 
concern for Chew. 

“If they start reproducing, 
then I’ll have to go on and 
grow more and more eucalyp¬ 
tus,” he said.

Chew said the bears are 
very lazy. ”lf they can’t 
roach ’out and get the leaves 
they will die of malnutrition.” 

The bears are finicky about 
which of the 18 species of eu¬ 
calyptus they’ll eat, Chew 
said. "They eat one species 
one day and won't touch it the 
next.” One species has a 
chemical which keeps the 
koala’s body heat high lor 
cold weather — and is used in 
winter.

Maya jade artifacts 


Bit of Mexico’s past returns

MEXICO CITY. Mexico — 
A bit of Mexico’s storied past 
came home a few days ago as 
Harvard University’s Pea¬ 
body Museum turned over a 
collection of Maya jade ar¬ 
tifacts uncovered in Mexico’s 
Yucatan peninsula 70 years 
ago. 

Some 600 pieces of jade 
found in a sacrificial “cenote” 
or well at the fabled Maya 
site of Chichen Itza were pre¬ 
sented to Mexican President 
Luis Echeverria Alvarez. 
They will soon be displayed in 
Mexican museums. 

The jade represents one of 
the finest collections of pre- 
Columbian artifacts ever as¬ 
sembled and, according to 
both United States and Mex¬ 
ican archaeologists, is of in¬ 
calculable value- 

Harvard’s gesture in return¬ 
ing the jade to its original 
country is likely to spark ef¬ 
forts by nation^ such as Mex¬ 
ico to win back other archae¬ 
ological treasures now dis¬ 
played in museums else¬ 
where. 

The Organization of Ameri¬ 
can States (OAS) is encourag¬ 
ing the efforts. It helped in ar¬ 
ranging Harvard's gift of the 
jade. 

But the idea of the return 
was Harvard’s. It was the 
second time that the universi¬ 
ty has turned over a signifi¬ 
cant collection of Maya ar¬ 
tifacts to Mexico. 

The first was in 1959 when 


the Peabody Museum donated 
most of the gold artifacts 
found at-the Chichen ltza site. 
Those artifacts are on display 
in the National Museum of 
Anthroi>ology and History 
here. 

In both instances, the dona¬ 
tion of the collections came 
after Harvard published 
scholarly monographs on the 
material. 

Mexicans treated Harvard’s 
gesture on the jade with en¬ 
thusiasm. President Echever¬ 
ria spoke of “this justifiable 
return” and lauded Harvard, 
adding that he hopes “this ex¬ 
ample . . . proliferates” into 
the return of other collections. 

There are significant reposi¬ 
tories of Mexican archae¬ 
ological materials in' other 
museums in the United States 
and in Europe. 

The return of the jade did, 
however, spark some con¬ 
troversy over the removal of 
the jade in the first place. 

Uncovered in the “cenote” 
at Chichen Itza between 1904 
and 1909 by archaeologist Ed¬ 
ward H. Thompson, the pieces 
were subquently given to the 
Peabody Museum. 

Thompson at the time 
owned a 30,000-acre hacienda 
that embraced the site and 
Mexican courts ruled that he 
had the rights to the artifacts 
he uncovered. 

Some legal experts here. 


however, claim that the court 
decisions were invalid, even 
though one was handed down 
by Mexico’s Supreme Court. 

Mexican law-, moreover, has 
been amended to prevent the 
removal of archaeological ar¬ 
tifacts from the country with¬ 
out specific government per¬ 
mission. 

Legitimate museum direc¬ 
tors, such as Stephen Wil¬ 
liams, the director of the Pea¬ 
body Museum, appreciate the 
reason for such laws. 

But they note that present- 
day looting of archaeological 
sites by unscrupulous foreign¬ 
ers and by citizens of the 
countries where they are lo¬ 
cated is widespread and even 
more of a threat to a nation 
like Mexico than the past re¬ 
moval of treasures ’like the 
jade collection.

Police in the Soweto suburb, 
a black township of one mil- 
lien ab.-ut 15 miles south of 
Johannesburg, said the situa¬ 
tion was relatively calm Fri¬ 
day. They said one crowd of 
stonethrowing blacks was dis¬ 
persed shortly after dawn but 
did not say if there were any 
casualties. 

Kruger rejected newspaper 
allegations that police had 
stood by while the chanting, 
spear-carrying Zulu tribes¬ 


men sought revenge ffom 
black militants who had 
burned down one of their hos-. 
tels and threatened to attack 
others. 

Kruger blamed the mili¬ 
tants, supporters of a wide¬ 
spread “black power" ideo¬ 
logy. for instigating the anti- 
government violence. 


He said Friday the upheav¬ 
als were not directed against 
the government’s race poli¬ 
cies. 

“It's against all whites," he 
said. ‘‘The ‘black power* peo¬ 
ple don’t want to compromise, 
they don’t want to share 
South Africa.”

Garden Notes 


While doing a spot of weed¬ 
ing in thp garden the other 
day. I ran across half a dozen 
strong young salvia plants, 
evidently self-sown seedlings 
from last year’s bedding 
plants, although they were 
sticker and obviously more 
vigorous than any bedding 
salvias I had ever bought and 
planted. 

One of these—the smallest - 
was potted up and given a 
spot in a sunny window, for 
the salvia makes an attrac¬ 
tive winter-bl. awning house- 
plant. The rest were trans¬ 
planted to the perennial 
border to add a touch of scar¬ 
let to the fall scene. 

I think almost every gar¬ 
dener has noticed, at one time 
or another, the exceptionally 
sturdy development of self- 
sown seedlings in his garden. 
I know that volunteer forget- 
me-nots. polyanthus 
primroses, California poppies. 
Gioriosa daisies, snapdragons 
and even tomato plants seevn 
stronger, stouter and more 
vigorous than the same plants 
grown from seeds carefully 
sown in the spring. 


It seems to me that two fac¬ 
tors are responsible for the 
added vigor and “ooinph” of 
these waifs and strays. One is 
nature's law of the survival of 
the fittest; out of the thou¬ 
sands of seeds scattered by 
the parent plants, the seed¬ 
lings we find are the 
strongest and toughest of the 
lot. 

The other factor is the tim¬ 
ing of the sowing. When a 
plant scatters its seeds, it 
chooses the best possible 
time, while the seeds are 
fresh and yet thoroughly ri¬ 
pened. No seed pod or seed 
capsule will open of its own 
acc-Ord until the seeds within 
are mature. 

Not only does nature sow 
her seeds when they are in 
prime condition for germinat¬ 
ing, but she sees to it that 
they germinate at the time 
most favorable for their sur¬ 
vival. 

Some plants cannot survive 
the rigors of winter while in 
their delicate seedling stage. 
Such seeds have a built-in 
timing device — a retarding 
substance — that holds them 


dormant through the winter. 
They MUST have exposure to 
frost, followed by the warm¬ 
ing of the &il in spring to ac¬ 
tuate the germinating mecha¬ 
nism. 

Other plants of a less deli¬ 
cate nature will germinate 
their seeds quite quickly when 
self-sown in late summer or 
early fall. In these, another 
factor contributing to their ex¬ 
ceptional vigor lies In the fact 
that they have had time to get 
themselves well established 
before the frosts and gales of 
winter arrive. 

Seems to me we can take a 
Up from nature in this regard 
and try a few experimental 
sowings of flower seeds this 
month. Some kinds that usual¬ 
ly do weH from such a sowing 
are Iceland poppies, California 
poppies. B romp ton stocks, 
clarkias, snapdragons, corn¬ 
flowers. sweet alyssum and 
corlopsis. 

This late summer sowing Is 
quite different from what is 
known is a fall sowing, in 
which seeds are put in the 
ground after the soil has lost 


Its warmth, to lie ’dormant all 
winter and germinate in the 
spring. 

In a late summer sowing, 
we want our seeds to germi¬ 
nate now and produce reason¬ 
ably large seedling plants 
sturdy enough to stand up and 
under the^rigors of winter, but 
not so huge that they start to 
flower in the late autumn. 

The greatest hazard to 
these plants is not winter cold 
but winter wet, and I’d ven¬ 
ture to say that far more gar¬ 
den plants are lost through 
drowning than are killed by 
frost. With this in mind. It is a 
good idea to make these sow¬ 
ings In a specially constructed 
seed bed raised a few inches 
above the surrounding 
ground. 

Make it up with rather 
gritty soil and with a little 
ditch around it. Such a bed 
should drain freely through 
the rainy winter season; no 
puddles will stand, and the 
bed will warm up earlier in 
the spring, starting the seed¬ 
lings into regrowth well 
ahead of the rest of the gar¬ 
den.

With the fall lecture season 
about to begin its remorseless 
quest for speakers, it oc¬ 
curred to me that it has been 
many years since I promul¬ 
gated my Lecturer’s Rate-

circuit. 

Many groups, when they in¬ 
vite me to share with them 
my deep wisdom and scin¬ 
tillating personality, are not 
aware that the lecture fee it¬ 
self is only a beginning. Like 
the “sticker price" of a new 
automobile, it fails to include 
some of the most essential 
charges. 

For instance, my late-card 
clearly states that if I am 
forced to listen to an intermi¬

York's citizens scrubbed off 
the greasepaint and put away 
medieval costumes the other 
day, but It won’t foe long be¬

-‘•mystery-plays.' 1 -- 

The tradition goes hack at 
least 600 years. 

The York cycle of mystery 
plays, the whole Bible story 
dramatized and acted by the 
man In the street, is a strange 
survival from the misty mid¬ 
dle ages. 

This year, as it does every 
three years. York performed

donkeys and sheep for the na¬ 
tivity scene. 

There are 48 separate play¬ 
lets in the York cycle, first 
written down in 1340 but old 
even then. Medieval perform¬ 
ances began at 4:30 a.m. and 
lasted until dusk. 

This year the plays were 
cut to about three hours, play¬ 
ing on a folock-long si age 
which incorporated ruined 
arches of a 13th century 
abbey. But one play was done 
the old way - in the streets, 
played without microphones 
or stage lighting from a roll¬ 
ing wagon. 

For this one the Last Jud¬ 
gement cast paraded through 
town in full costume to attract 
a crowd. Its stage — a bor¬ 
rowed beer w-agon mounted 
with curtains and elaborate 
props — pulled up behind 
York’s famous Minister 
church. Then the ancient 
words rang out as God con¬ 
signed evil-doers to the yawn¬ 
ing mouth of a fearsome-look¬ 


ing monster representing hell. 

Originally all mystery plays 
were street theatre of this 
kind. 

Their "pageant wagons" 
formed a steady procession 
through the towns, stopping 
for performances at specified 
lioints. I/>cal burghers com¬ 
peted hotly for the honor of 
having a stopping point out¬ 
side the front door. 

Many English towns had 
their own mystery plays. 
Fragments of at least 15 
cycles survive in other parts 
of England. York’s set of 48 
plays is the most complete. 

Each play put a small slice 
of the Bible story into folk-art 
drama, its action easy to fol¬ 
low. its speeches in local dia¬ 
lect. Each became the 
.jealous property of a specific 
medieval trade guild. 

York’s cardmakers guild, 


for instance, tried to make 
sure its creation of Adam and 
Eve play was more opulent 
and spectacular than the 
bakers’ I*ast Supper. Some¬ 
times competition got out of 
hand. 

In 1419. according to York 
records, skinners guild 
• players tore into carpenter* 
and shoemakers with battle 
axes and clubs, "to the grave 
disturbance of the peace of 
our lord and king and the hin¬ 
drance of the play." There 
were fines all around. 

For their shortened modem 
performances the plays’ an¬ 
cient language has been up¬ 
dated. though they are still 
done in a broad Yorkshire 
dialect sometime* difficult for 
outsiders to follow. 

But the scripts are faithful 
to the original a complete 
manuscript of the 48 York 
plays is in the British Muse¬ 
um. One play’s bent, dog¬ 
eared original script, proba¬ 
bly used by the scriveners 
guild prompter during actual 
performances was on display 
during the festival.

The twofold rhythm which 
has marked the life of the 
church through the centuries, 
when it has been faithful to its 
foundations, is indicated in 
two Contrasting statements 
in the prayer of Jesus report¬ 
ed in the seventeenth chapter 
of John’s Gospel. "I have 
given them thy word" and "I 
have sent them into the 
world" 

Jesus is there referring to 
his disciples. He has gathered 
them around him, guided 
them in the ways of worship 
and prayer, instructed them 
in a new way in faith, mar¬ 
shalled them in a community 
of commitment: "I have 
given them thy word." 

But he makes it clear that 
has not been trying to coddle 
his followers in a cosy, in- 
grown spirituality’. He. is not 
organizing them in a private 
little group in which they can 
escape the menaces and 
temptations of the world: "I 
have sent them into the 
world." 

In this prayer of Jesus we 
find delineated a fundamental 
principfe of the community' of 
faith that is the church. From 
its beginnings in New Tes¬ 
tament times, the church has 
had its existence in a twofold 
rhythm of assembly and dis¬ 
persal. 

The church assembles — 
primarily in local fellowship* 
or congregations — for wor¬ 
ship and for nurturing in the 
faith. The church then dis¬ 
perses for mission of witness 
and compassionate service in 
the world. 

This twofold rhythm is an 
essential in the life of the 
church. Christian assembly is 
justified and fulfilled only in 
Christian dispersal Into the 
world. Christian dispersal into 
the world has its dynamic and. 
is given its direction in and 


through Christian assembly. 
That is the testimony of the • 
New Testament. That is a les¬ 
son of the history of Chris¬ 
tianity. That is a reality in the 
life of the church today. 

Mission, then, begins in and 
is sustained by the local as¬ 
sembly. the -congregation. In 
assembly Christians are pre¬ 
pared for dispersal into the 
busy world, for the ongoing 
mission of Jesus Christ. That, 
of course, is the ideal — but it 
is the ideal that has always 
guided the church when it has 
been faithful to its New Tes¬ 
tament foundations. 

But many of our congrega¬ 
tions have become so ingrown 
that they frustrate rather 
than stimulate mission. Many 
Christians today tend to see a 
congregation as an associa¬ 
tion of nice, congenial people 
who share a few pious sen¬ 
timents and watered-down 
convictions and who like to 
come together occasionally 
for comfort and consolation. 
It is a shocking fact that 
many church-members today 
think that their congregation 
oij- parish exists primarily to 
serve them: they pay for reg¬ 
ular spiritual servicing, and 
they darned-well expect to get 
it 

Mission is of the essence of 
the church — mission to the 
neighborhood and the commu¬ 
nity, mission to the nation, 
mission to the whole world, 
mission of witness and of 
compassionate service. The 
mission of an assembly or 
congregation begins within its 
own fellowship, and must then 
go out to the ends of the 
world. As Dietrich Bonhoeffer 
once put it. "The church i* 
her true self only when she 
exists for humanity ." 

"I have given them thy 
word . . . T have sent them 
Into the world”*.

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP> 
The archbishop of Hartford 
says he ha* appointed a col¬ 
lege chaplain as the first 
woman preacher in the his¬ 
tory of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

Archbishop John Whealon 
said Tuesday he granted 
preacher status to Sister 
Kathleen Cannon of Albertus 
Magnus College in New' 
Haven. 

The designation enables 
Sister Kathleen to deliver ser¬ 
mons from the church pulpit 
at mass. 

The title of preacher is 
taken from the Latin word 
“praedicare,” to proclaim. 
Archbishop Whealon said. It 
designates a person who has 
received a commission to pro¬ 
claim the Christian message. 

The archbishop added that 
women have been allowed to 
preach occasionally but never 
before with the official title. 
Only a bishop can approve the 
preacher status.

Teenage guidelines 
issued for marriage 


Theology school

Bringing back lapsed youth 
one of church’s big concerns 


HAMILTON, (OP) — Guide¬ 
line* for teenage marriage* 
were issued recently by Bish¬ 
op Paul Reding of the Hamil¬ 
ton diocese in an attempt to 
reduce the number of mar¬ 
riage breakdown* among 
young people. 

The guidelines ask couples 
to wait at least four months 
between the time they first 
approach the priest and the 
date of the wedding ceremo¬ 
ny. 

During the waiting period, 
the priest will see the coupie 
several times to help them 
assess their maturity and 
ability to accept the responsi¬ 
bilities of marriage. 

Meetings between the priest 
and the couple’s parent* are 
also recommended. 

The priest is also advised to 
get in contact with the chan¬ 
cery office in Hamilton to see 
whether the couple has pre¬ 
viously approached another 
priest and whether he has re¬ 
fused to marry them. 

“This is to avoid the prac- 


sotne couple* Indulge in,” 
say* Msgr. R. W. O’Brien of 
Family Church, New Ham¬ 
burg, Ont. 

“With every priest in the 
diocese following the guide¬ 
lines, we have established a 
common approach to teenage 
marriage — which is a defi¬ 
nite improvement.”

TORONTO (CP) - General 
Foods Ltd. of Toronto has re 
leased the names of five prod¬ 
ucts whose prices have been 
lowered to meet Anti-Inflation 
Board regulations. 

The company announced 
Thursday that it has reduced 
wholesale prices on Jello In¬ 
stant pudding, Cool Whip 
whipped topping. Dream Whip 
topping mLx and Minute Rice. 

A fifth product line — Post 
cereals - will be temporarily 
lowered through discount cou¬ 
pons. 

The price reductions, which 
ranged from 57 cents to $1.94 
a case at the wholesale level, 
were put through In April and 
May, as soon as the company 
learned that its profits were 
more than the board allows, 
said president Robert Huri- 
bot. 

In a proposal accepted by 
the federal board two weeks 
ago, General Foods agreed to 
dispose of $1.4 million in 
excess revenue on five prod¬ 
uct lines by lowering prices 
and absorbing future price in¬ 
creases. 

The company refused to 
name the products at first, 
citing competitive reasons. 
However, Hurlbut said the 
names were given because of 
public pressure.

Earlier, witnesses told 
coroner Stanislas Dery that 
Rene Methot and his friend 
Charles Eugene I^anglois, who 
w'ent along as a guide. ap- 
peared to be drunk when they 
left the wharf. — 

A police investigator said 
Carlo Methot had told him 


Rene was "drunk for three 
days" before the trip. 

One fisherman described 
the overcrowded boat as "like 
a can of sardines." while an¬ 
other local resident said the 
departure 'Vescmbled a scene 
from Gilligan’s Island." a far¬ 
cical television comedy. 

lespite the overcrowding, 
said Lucille Desroches of 


Montreal, room was found to 
load a case of beer on the 
boat. 

Mrs. Desroches said the 
tourists were cheerful as they 
boarded the boat, ignoring the 
advice of bystanders on the 
pier.

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Prince asked 
Lockheed 
for $4 million 


LONDON (Reuter) — 
Prince Bernhard of the Neth¬ 
erlands had an insatiable ap¬ 
petite for money and demand¬ 
ed S4 million from the Lock¬ 
heed Aircraft Corp.. a former 
senior executive of the firm 
said Friday. 

In a radio interview, the 
former executive. Ernest 
Hauser, said at least 51.2 mil¬ 
lion was paid to the prince, 
who was strongly criticized by 
a Dutch commission of inqui¬ 
ry over his role in the Lock¬ 
heed payoff affair. 

Hauser told the BBC that 
the prince wrote a handwrit¬ 
ten letter to Lockheed saying 
that if he did not get $4 mil¬ 
lion, "Lockheed would never 
do business in the Nether¬ 
lands again." 

Hauser said he saw some 
receipts when he attended a 
meeting at The Hague show¬ 
ing the prince was paid $1.2 
million through go-betweens, 
at a time when an F-104 
planp contract was at stake. 

Asked whey the money was 
paid to the prince, Hauser re¬ 
plied: "He astked for it. He 
demanded it.” 

When asked whether he is 
certain the prin-e accepted it. 
Hauser said: "Yes, I am in no 
doubt." 


Hauser, whose claims first 
brought the Prince’s name be¬ 
fore investigators, now Is a 
spare-parts salesman in 
Phoenix, Ariz. He said it is 
j)Ossible that some of the go- 
betweens in the deal may 
have taken some of the 
money. 

"But I would assume, know¬ 
ing the tenacity of the prince, 
that the bulk of it had to go to 
him.”

Mystery epidemic seems to be over 


PHILADELPHIA (UPD - 
The U.S. national Centre for 
Disease Control said Friday 
the epidemic of Legionnaire’s 
disease that killed 28 persons 
appears to be over width no 
new cases reported since Aug. 
6 . 

The centre, based in Atlan¬ 
ta, said in its weekly mort)idi- 
ty and mortality report that, 
“the epidemic of respiratory 
disease associated with the 
American Legionnaires who 
attended the Philadelphia con¬ 
vention in July appears to he 
over.” 

The death toll Includes 26 
persons who attended the July 
21-24 Legion convention, head¬ 
quartered at the Bellevue 


Stratford Hotel, and two who 
attended the 41st Interna¬ 
tional Eucharistic Congress 
Aug. 1-8 and stopped by the 
hotel. 

Dr. F. William Sunderman. 
a toxin specialist at the Uni¬ 
versity of Connecticut Medi¬ 
cal Centre, said Friday that 
he expected to have conclu¬ 
sive results by next week on 
whether the disease was 
caused by nickel carbonyl poi¬ 
soning. 

Sunderman said earlier this 
week results from tissues he 
examined from some of the 
Legionnaires who died "some¬ 
what further the suggestion 
that nickel carbonyl exposure 


could be a factor In these 

deaths." 

The state health department 
said the toll from the disease 
is now 28 deaths and 150 who 
became ill. 

State health officials said 
new criteria for the disease 
include provisions that the 
person was an American Le¬ 
gion delegate or entered the 
Bellevue after July 1 and had 
"an onset of the disease on or 
prior to Aug. 18." 

The GDC said surveys of 
guests staying at three Phila¬ 
delphia hotels in the two 
weeks following the conven¬ 
tion “showed no evidence of 
continuing risk.” 


It said: "No new cases re¬ 
lating the convention with 
onset after Aug. 6 have been 
reported, although as expect¬ 
ed a few cases which meet 
the clinical criteria of the dis¬ 
ease have been reported with 
onsets since that date. Howev¬ 
er, these cases do not appear 
to be part of the epidemic.” 

The GDC added that "re¬ 
sults of a questionnaire sur¬ 
vey of sick and well Legion¬ 
naires demonstrated that per¬ 
sons at greatest risk of illness 
were voting delegates who 
stayed at one hotel. There 
continues to be no evidence of 
secondary spread to family 
contacts.” 1 


.Official efforts to convince 
the public that the danger 
was over from the disease got 
a boost Friday when a large 
organization of physicians 
said ft would continue plans to 
hold its convention at the Bel¬ 
levue Stratford Hotel.

Viking 2 heading 
for closer look

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) 
— Viking 2 edged into a new 
orbit over Mars Friday that 
will allow it to take vertical 
pictures of the Utopia Plain 
where the spacecraft's lander 
will set down Sept. 3 to con¬ 
tinue the search for micro¬ 
scopic life on the red planet. 

Scientists at Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory fired Viking 2’s 
trim rockets for approxi¬ 
mately 20 seconds at 4:46 
p.m. EDT to slip the space¬ 
craft into a so-called synchro¬ 
nous orbit. 

"The burn was successful.” 
JPL announced 20 minutes 
later. 

Viking 2. companion space¬ 
craft to Viking 1. which' has 
been testing Martian soil for 
several, weeks, is scheduled to 
take a series of vertical pic¬ 
tures of the Utopia Plain Sun¬ 
day. 

The pictures will be used to 


select the final landing co-or¬ 
dinates. 

The Utopia Plain is located 
in the red planet’s northern 
latitudes and is believed to 
contain more water than 
other areas of Mars, and may 
have deep permafrost under 
the surface. Moisture is a 
major consideration in the 
search for life. 

Meanwhile, new pictures of 
Viking l’s backhoe. used to 
scoop soil into its laboratory, 
showed heavy amounts of ma¬ 
terial clinging to a pair of 
magnets attached to the hoe. 

JBobert Hargraves, team 
director for the mission’s 
magnetic properties, said the 
amount of material indicated 
a "relatively pure, extremely 
magnetic mineral, was 
present in the Martian soil. 

He estimated the amount of 
magnetic material at between 
2 and 4 per cent of the soil’s 
volume.

of life,” the veteran north¬ 
erner said. "I just knew I 
loved the Arctic the moment 1 
saw it. Now 1 think I'm much 
more at home with Eskimos 
than whites. 

‘Most white people look at 
the Arctic as hostile, hut ihe 


Eskimos taught me to look at 
it as friendly - to live with 
the land, not off it," he said. 

Inupiat University Pres¬ 
ident James Milne said the 
school had misinformed 
Pryde of visa requirements. 

"If there was an error, it 


was on the part of the univer¬ 
sity, not Duncan." he said. 
••It would be a shame and it 
would be unjustiable if he had 
to leave.” 

Immigration Distinct Direc¬ 
tor Joel Rogers disagrees. "It 
is up to the alien to obtain a 


visa." he said. "It was a slip¬ 
up on the part of Mr. Pryde, 
not the university." 

The Scotsman’s difficulties 
with the US. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service 
began as soon as he crossed 
the border into Alaska. Due 1 o 


a misunderstanding at the 
university, he lacked the 
proper visa but was admitted 
anyway. 

The problem was expanded 
when the school failed to for¬ 
ward his visa application and 
compounded when he left the 


school in February after a 
disagreement over wages. 

Rogers said the deadline ex¬ 
tension will permit Pryde to 
get a firm job offer from the 
school district and certifi¬ 
cation from state and federal 
labor departments. However. 


he said Pryde will be required 
to leave the United States for 
several months to obtain an 
immigrant visa. 

Pryde said he i* delighted 
with Rogers’ decision and is 
optimistic about his future on 
the North Slope.

He lias been director of 
the Barrow council on Al¬ 
coholism for the past month 
and is consulting linguist for 
the North Slope Borough 
School District. 


"They call me a Canadian 
Eskimo." Pryde said "Even 
though I don't look it at all. 
people keep asking me if my 
mother and father are Eski¬ 
mo because it’s so unusual to 
hear a white man speaking 
their language. 

‘It's a totally different way 


The .19-year-old Canadian 
landed immigrant arrived in 
North America as an em¬ 
ployee of the Hudson’s Bay 
Co He lived and worked 
among Eskimos in Northern 
Canada, sharing their lan¬ 
guage and customs. Pryde 
wrote Nunaga. a book about 
his Arctic experiences, a cou¬ 
ple of years ago.

President Bob Hunter, in a 
radio-telephone call from the 
North Pacific, accused Dr.

MOSCOW (AP* — The Mos¬ 
cow People’s Court Friday or¬ 
dered eight, seven and five 
year terms in labor camp for 
three Americans wbo admit¬ 
ted smuggling nearly 63 
pounds of heroin into the Sovi¬ 
et Union. 

The three-judge panel sen¬ 
tenced ringleader Ger;ikl 
A muter, 33. of New York City 
to eight years in a labor 
camp. 

Dennis Bum. 26. a burglar 
alarm installer from Whites- 
tone. N.Y.. received seven 
years and Paul Rrawer. 31. a 
building manager from I .as 
Vegas. New, five years.

"He is a stumbling bureau¬ 
crat who is completely out of 
touch with reality and this 
puts the Canadian govern¬ 
ment equally out of touch 
with reality.” Hunter said. 

Hunter made the call from 
the Greenpeace 7, a former 
Canadian navy minesweeper, 
heading for port on Van¬ 
couver Island after harassing 
a Soviet whaling fleet in the 
pacific for more than a 
month. 

Ttie call followed two sharp¬ 
ly-conflicting statements this 
week on Soviet whaling inten¬ 
tions. 

Nikolai Makarov. Charge 
D'affaires of the Soviet Em¬ 
bassy in Ottawa, said in Van¬ 
couver Wednesday the Soviet 
Union planned to stop whaling 
within two years. But a swift 
denial was reported from * 
Soviet fishing ministry official 

in Moscow. 


VANCOUVER ( C P i 
Construction Labor Relations 
Association spokesman said 
Friday the group it consider¬ 
ing a lockout in answer to a 
strike by the plumbers union. 

Chuck McVeigh, association 
president, said the association 
will meet next week to dis-, 
cuss the strike and said a 
lockout "is a possibility; there 
are 15 contractor* shut down 
and 150 jobs affected.” 

'McVeigh would not com¬ 
ment on what form such a 
lockout would take —- in¬ 
dustry-wide or local. 

Another lockout would be 
the second in this round of ne- 
gotiatioiis. The industry re¬ 
sponded with a lockout when 
the cement masons and the 
carpenters unions went on 
strike at the end of June. The 
strike-lockout lasted 37 days. 

The plumbers went on 
strike last week to back their 
claim for free downtown park¬ 
ing. The association has re¬ 
sisted. saying it would have to 
give in to all unions if it gives 
in to the plumb^s. 

The basic trades group of 
seven unions indicated to the 
association Friday that they 
have accepted the contract 
recommendations of industri¬ 
al inquiry commissioner, Jim 
Kinnaird. 

■'We are now seeking a Ut¬ 
ile light." said McVeigh. "The 
bulk of the trades have now- 
accepted.” He said the associ¬ 
ation has made agreements 
with the shcetmetal. roofers, 
electrical, heat and frost, ma¬ 
chinists and cement masons 
unions. 

Thefre is still no agreement 
with the plumbers, boiler¬ 
makers and elevator workers. 
Major problem is solution of 
the plumber strike. 

The union has not expanded 
picketing to job sites. 

The Kinnaird report recom¬ 
mended pay increases of 11.8 
per cent to 13.6 per cent on 
base rates ranging from $9.50 
an hour to S12.19 an hour. 


Jim Swanson, manager of 
the Colwood United at 1910

had a point but that he would 
not remove the article from 
the display.

LONDON Artist Tom 
Keating Friday turned the 
London art world on its 
head by claiming he and 
some unscrupulous art 
dealers placed up to 3.000 
fake' old-master palntmt* 
on the international mar¬ 
ket centred in London. 

Keating, a former hou- 
sepaintor. said in a career 
of a quarter century he 
fabricated bogus Rem¬ 
brandts. Goya*. Gains¬ 
boroughs. Constables. 
Renoirs. Turners and De- 
gases among many 
others. 

The painting* were, 
"hardly worth giving 
away." he said, and 
should not have fooled a 
novice. His aim had been 
to expose what he called 
the phoneyness of the ail 
world. 


Keating *aid he made 
less money from his 
25-year career of imita¬ 
tion than he would have 
done had he stuck to his 
original trade of painting 
houses. 

Two of bis forgeries 
were sold at Sotheby's 
salesroom and fetched 
15,000 pound* and 9,400 
pounds respectively, he 
said. 

Keating, a white-beard¬ 
ed and ruddy-faced man 
of 59. appeared at a new* 
conference a week after 
the British Antique 
Dealers' Association *et 
up an investigative com¬ 
mittee to cheek the au¬ 
thenticity of 13 paintings 
alleged to be forgeries. 

The works, purported to 
be by 19th century En¬ 
glish painter Samuel 
Palmer, w-ere questioned 


by Geraldine Norman, 
critic of The Times. 

Keating claimed them 
for his own. and said he 
was encouraged and paid 
by famous dealers "living 
in luxury who are great 
names in the art world." 

"I don’t want to name 
them because I don’t want 
my throat cut," he said. - 

Keating said he was 
paid only small sums, and 
discovered the pointing* 
were being sold within 
days In the fashionable 
galleries for hundreds of 
pounds. 

London dealers, he said, 
arranged for a name forg¬ 
er to place fake signa¬ 
tures on his work. "They 
have a man like Jim the 
Pen Man’ who goes round 
the galleries every 
month," he said.

amounts were so slight as to 
have little effect on the 
country's worst drought in a 
century. 

In the first six months of 
this yearronly about 340 mm. 
of rain fell in England and 
Wales, about one-third the 
average rainfall for the period 
during the last five years. 

At London’s Heathrow air¬ 
port Friday, airline staff and 
passengers rushed out of ter¬ 
minal buildings and applaud¬ 
ed the cloudy heavens during 
a four-minute shower. 

Housewives in the west Iton- 
d.w suburbs of Wembley ran 
into their yards w-ith buckets 
and plastic containers to 
catch rainwater. Hardware 
stores have experienced a 
sharp increase in sales of all 
kinds erf containers in recent 
weeks as Londoners prepare 
for water rationing.

Food down , nutritious food up 


OTTAWA (UPI) Food 
coats in August were down for 
Canadians buying food ac¬ 
cording to regular purchasing 
patterns but up for the family 
eating nutritiously, the Anti- 
Inflation Board said Friday. 

The board said H* standard 
food index, based on food 
items that reflect actual Ca¬ 
nadian food purchasing pat¬ 
terns. showed price* declined 


0.9 per cent between mid-July 
and mid-August to settle at 
levels equal to those a year 
ago. 

But. the “cost of a nutri¬ 
tious diet for a family of four 
rose to $43.44 tper week) this 
month, an increase erf 29 cents 
over the average cost of the 
diet for the May-July period.” 

The hoard said that in com¬ 
puting the second index of 


food costs ' tfie actual dollars 
and cents of eating a well- 
balanced diet are calculated. 
The nutritious - basket is conw 
prised of food Items that 
would ‘provide a family of 
four with an economical and 
nutritious diet for a week." 

Referring to the standard 
food index, the board said 
"substantially lower beef, 
sugar and fresh vegetable 
price* were major contribu¬ 


tors to the decline in the four 
weeks from mid-July to mid- 
August. 

“The impact of these was 
partially offset by increases 
in the price of fresh Iruit. 
eggs, coffee, cereals and ba¬ 
kery product*. 

"On an annual basis, prices 
for beef, sugar, fats and oil*, 
fresh vegetables and pork are 
lower than a year ago; while 


prices for eggs, other meat*, 
fish, cereal and bakery prod¬ 
ucts. beverages snd dairy 
products are higher." 

The A1B said beef was 
mainly responsible for the de¬ 
cline on both monthly and an¬ 
nual basis but added "for the 
remaining months of the year 
it is likely that consuemr* will 
have to pay more for beef 
than the currenl bargain 
basement' levels."

NANAIMO Voters in this 
city will be asked a three-part 
Question when they go to the 
polls Sept. 25 to express their 
opinion on the method to be 
used in future to elect city al¬ 
dermen. 

The holding of such a refer¬ 
endum before the second civic 
election after amalgamation, 
was a condition of the union 
of the old city of Nanaimo and 
the five surrounding improve¬ 
ment districts. 

Until this week, the plan 
was to have a simple two-part 
question asking whether 
voters wanted to continue 
with the ward system or have 
all members of council elect¬ 
ed at large throughout the 
oity. 

By majority vote, however, 
council has decided to add a 
third proposal — a modified 
ward system- Under this plan, 
candidates for council^would 
be nominated in each of the 
six wards and then voted on 
by electors throughout the 
city. 

When the plan was first 
mentioned. .Mayor Frank Ney 
voiced his opposition, suggest¬ 
ing that such a question could 
split the ward system vote 
and result in no clear indica¬ 
tion of the feelings of the elec¬ 
torate. 

True to his earlier state¬ 
ment. the mayor voted 
against the move this w'eek 
and was joined in opposition 
by Aldermen Brookibank and 
Ferguson. However, on a five- 
to-three vote, city officials 
were instructed to prepare 
ballots continuing the three- 
part question.

DUNCAN — A plan to 
protect the lowlands of 
this city and parts of the 
neighboring municipality 
of North Cowichan from 
future flooding of the 
Cowichan River should be 
ready for presentation to 
members of the provincial 
cabinet in September.

The resource management 
committee, which is made up 
of representatives from 
various provincial depart¬ 
ments, has been studying 
various flood control alterna¬ 
tives since late last year, 
when the matter was referred 
to them by the environment 
and land-use secretariat, 
which is the administrative 
arm of the environment and 
land-use committee. 


Lodge closure adds 
insult to injuries 


Closure last November of 
the Red Cross I>odge adjacent 
to Memorial Pavilion on Rich¬ 
mond Road in Victoria is of 
deep-rooted concern to many 
veterans. 

The lodge, staffed by volun¬ 
teers, was the ma jor recrea¬ 
tion centre and the only link 
with the outside world lor 
many patients in the farmer 
Veterans’ Hospital. 

Many are extremely bitter 
that the building has stood 


virtually empty for* several 
months and wonder why no 
effort has been made by the 
hospital adoiinislrytion t> re- 
oj>en the lodge. 

David Sadler of Victoria, a 
regular visitor to the veter¬ 
ans ' hospital, is among ‘those 
who strongly condemn the clo¬ 
sure. 

“Having the lodge open 
gave patients an opportunity 
to escape the institutional at¬ 


mosphere for a brief time,” 
he said. 

Others say that recreational 
facilities in the pavilion leave 
much to be desired and there 
is little for many men to do to 
help them while away the 
hours. 

Reopening the lodge would 
appear to be a forlorn hope, 
as it is understood the build¬ 
ing is being considered as a 
site for housing veterans’ af¬ 
fairs department staff. ;

WITH REGARD to econom¬ 
ic implications, a report in 
1967 by the B.C. Water Re¬ 
sources Service yielded a 
marginal benefit-to-cost ratio, 
and that was without includ¬ 
ing the cost of lost fish and 
wildlife production. 

A later report by Environ¬ 
ment Canada said flood con¬ 
trol benefits in the Duncan 
area are more localized, “ex¬ 
tending to comparatively few' 
individuals and in case of res¬ 
idential property affected by 
periodic flooding, may be in¬ 
flated by emotional issues.”

Tourist bureau slams government 


NANAIMO — This city’s 
tourist bureau management. 

1 operated by the Greater Nan¬ 
aimo Chamber of Commerce, 
is highly critical of the pro- 
vincial government, saying 
that it contributed greatly to 
the drop in tourism this sum¬ 
mer. 

In a report to council on 
bureau activity. manager 
Alice Hutchins said she felt 
that the increase in B.C. Fer¬ 
ries rates was made at an 
inopportune time on June 1, 
at the beginning of the tourist- 
season. 

€he ^aid she fell that the 
increase could have become 
effective at. another time of 
year, October for example, 


and could have been in¬ 
creased on a gradual scale, 
thus reducing the impact on 
the industry. 

She said that many com¬ 
ments in the visitors’ book at 
the bureau indicated tourists 
were unhappy with prices in 
the area, many indicating 
prices are 30 to 40 per cent 
higher here than in the U.S. 

On the bright side, Mrs. 
Hutchins said that the cruise 
ship Fairsea accounted for 
large number* of tourists in 
the area this year and was 
responsible for the bureau’s 
biggesl single day since it 
opened its doors several years 
ago. 


On a Wednesday in mid-Ju¬ 
ly when the vessel called 
here, she said, 673 tourists vi¬ 
sited the bureau.

tional Whaling Commission. 

Greenpeace Foundation 
President Bob Hunter, in a 
radio-telephone call from the 
North Pacific, accused Dr. 


Robert Martin of being a 
■‘bumbling fool or Machiavel¬ 
lian schemer” for having 
“slavishly gone along with So¬ 
viet lies” on whaling. 

“Moscow has admitted it 
never intended even to at¬ 
tempt to .maintain a so-called 
sustainable yiekL” Hunter 
said. "It’s quota system is 
just a fraudulent masquerade 
to disguise the fact that Rus¬ 
sia’s bosses intend to go

MOSCOW (API The Mos¬ 
cow People’s Court Friday or¬ 
dered eight, seven and five 
year terms in^ labor camp for 
three Americans who admit¬ 
ted smuggling nearly 63 Church 
pounds of heroin into the Sovi¬ 
et Union. 

The three-judge panel sen¬ 
tenced ringleader Gerald 
Amster. 33, of New York City 
to eight years in a labor 
camp. 

Dennis Burn, 26, a burglar 
alarm installer from Whites- 
tonc. N.Y.. received spven 
years and Paul Brawer. 31. a 
building manager from !,a« 

Vegas. New, five years. 
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wiping out whales until there 
aren’t enough left to make 
whaling worthwhile. 

“Canada, like so many 
other nations who are 
members of the International 
Whaling Commission, has 
been played for a sucker by 
phony Russian statements or 
has knowingly accepted a 
transparent lie. 

“This means that Canada's 
so-called representative at the 
commission, D. Martin, is a 
humbling fool or a Machiavel¬ 
lian schemer.” 

"He is a stumbling bureau¬ 
crat who is completely out of 
touch with reality and this 
puts the Canadian govern¬ 
ment equally out of touch 
with reality.” Hunter said. 

Hunter made the call from 
the Greenpeace 7. a former 
Canadian navy minesweeper, 
heading for port on Van¬ 
couver Island after harassing 
a Soviet whaling fleet in the 
pacific for more than a 
month. 

The call followed two sharp¬ 
ly-conflicting statements this 
week on Soviet whaling inten¬ 
tions. 

Nikolai Makarov, charge 
d'affaires of the Soviet Em- 
l>assy in Ottawa, said in Van¬ 
couver Wednesday the Soviet 
Union planned to stop whaling 
within two years. But a switt 
denial was reported from a 
.Soviet fishing ministry official 
in Moscow. 


VANCOUVER iCPl 
Construction Labor Relations 
Association spokesmen said 
Friday the group is consider¬ 
ing a lockout in answer to a 
strike by the plumpers union. 

Chuck McVeigh, association 
president, said the association 
will meet next week to dis¬ 
cuss the strike and said a 
lockout “is a possibility; there 
are 15 contractors shut down 
and 150 jobs affected ." 

McVeigh would not com¬ 
ment on what form such a 
lockout would lake in¬ 
dustry-wide or local. 

Another lockout would be 
the second in this round of ne¬ 
gotiations. The industry re¬ 
sponded with a lockout when 
the cement masons’ and the 
carpenters' unions went on 
strike at the end of June. The 
strike-lockout lasted 37 days. 

The plumbers went on 
strike last w*eek to back their 
claim for free downtown park¬ 
ing. The association has re¬ 
sisted. saying it would have to 
give in to all unions if it gives 
in to the plumbers. 

'lhe basic trades group of 
seven unions indicated to the 
association Friday that they 
have accepted the contract 
recommendations of industri¬ 
al inquiry commissioner. Jim 
Kinnaird. 

“We are now seeking a lit¬ 
tle light,” said McVeigh. “The 
bulk of the trades have now- 
accepted.” He said the assoc i- 
atim has made agreements 
with the sheetmetal. roofers, 
electrical, heat and frost, ma¬ 
chinists and cement masons' 
unions. 

There is still no agreement 
with the plumbers, boiler¬ 
makers and elevator workers. 
Major problem is solution of 
the plumber strike. 

The union has not expanded 
picketing to .job sites. 

Ilie Kinnaird report recom¬ 
mended pay increases of 11.6 
per cent to 13.6 per cent on 
base rates ranging from $9.50 
an hour to $12.19 an hour.

London art marts 
fed 3,000 fakes’

LONDON Artist Tom 
Keating Friday turned the 
I .ondon art world on it* 
head by claiming he and 
some unscrupulous art 
dealers placed up to 3.000 
fake old-master paintings 
’ on the international mar¬ 
ket centred in London 

Keating, a former hou- 
sepainter. said in a career 
of a quarter century lie 
fabricated bogus Rem¬ 
brandts. Goyas, Gains¬ 
boroughs. Constables. 
Renoirs, Turners and De¬ 
ft a s e s among many 
others. 

The paintings were 
“hardly worth giving 
away.” he said, and 
should not have fooled a 
novice. His aim had been 
to expose what he called 
the phoney ness of the art 
world. 


Keating said he made 
less money from his 
25-year career of imita¬ 
tion than he would have 
done had he stuck to his 
original trade of painting 
houses. 

Two of his forgeries 
were sold at Sotheby’s 
salesroom and fetched 
15,000 pounds and 9,400 
pounds respectively, he 
said. 

Keating, a white-beard¬ 
ed and ruddy-face^ man 
of 59. appeared at a news 
conference a week after 
the British Antique 
Dealers' Association sei 
up an investigative com¬ 
mittee to check the au¬ 
thenticity of 13 paintings 
alleged to lie forgeries. 

The works, purported to 
be by 19th century En¬ 
glish painter Samuel 
Palmer, were questioned 


by Geraldine Norman, art 
critic of The Times. 

Keating claimed them 
for his own. and said he 
w as encouraged and paid 
by famous dealers “living 
in luxury who are great 
names in the art world.” 

“I don’t want to name 
them because T don’t w ant 
my throat cut.” he said. 

Keating said he was 
paid only small sums, and 
discovered the paintings 
were being sold within 
days in the fashionable 
galleries for hundreds of 
pounds. 

I^ondon dealers, he said, 
arranged for a name forg¬ 
er to place fake signa¬ 
tures on his work. “They 
have a man like 'Jim the 
Pen Man' who goes round 
the g a Meries every 
month.” he said.

have little effect on the 
country’s worst drought in a 
century. 

In the first six months of 
this year, only about 340 mm. 
of rain fell in England and 
Wales, about one-third the 
average rainfall for the period 
during the Iasi five years. 

At London's Heathrow air¬ 
port Friday, airline staff and 
passengers rushed out of ter¬ 
minal buildings and applaud¬ 
ed the cloudy heavens during 
a four-minute shower.

De Roo said he hoped 
"memories of the hard feel¬ 
ings generated by the Fred 
Quilt affair will caution local 
authorities in their handling 
of the case and that geograph¬ 
ical boundaries will not pre¬ 
clude the participation of na¬ 
tive people or anyone else in 
the proceedings. 

"An atmosphere of com¬ 
plete impartiality is essential 
to the dispensation of jus¬ 
tice.” 

The Fred Quilt incident re¬ 
ferred to by De Roo took 
place in 1972 with allegations 
that the Indian was beaten or 
kicked to death by RHMP of¬ 
ficers. Two inquests were 
held, and both absolved the 
RCMP. 

The human rights branch 
has taken an active part in 
the Thomas incident and has 
submitted several reports to 
the attorney-general's depart¬ 
ment. 

"The human rights branch 
has submitted information to 
us concerning the case and 
we shall be watching He 
course with intense interest,” 
the bishop said. 

"We feel adequate legal 
counsel should he available to 
everyone Involved and, above 
all, that the principle of 
equality under the law he jea¬ 
lously protected.” 

The coroner has not yet spt 
a date for the inquest but has 
indicated it will he late ift 
September.

Prime Minister Trudeau's 
consistent demands for pa¬ 
triation of the Canadian con¬ 
stitution from Britain is little 
more than a “political gim¬ 
mick.” 

Constitutional law expert 
Ronald Cheffins of the law 
faculty at the University of 
Victoria, made the statement 
Friday during the taping of 
Capital Comment for viewing 
on CTV Sunday. 

Cheffins, who has written 
two books on the constitution, 
said he felt Trudeau “wants 
to go down in history as the 
man who brought the constitu¬ 
tion hack to Canada.” In his 
opinion the constitution as it 
stands today “is viable and 


elastic enough to meet our 
needs.” 

Regarded as among the top 
three constitutional law ex¬ 
perts in Canada, Cheffins said 


he was fearful that increasing 
domination of the provinces 
by Ottawa could eventually 
lead to the breakup of Cana¬ 
da. 


“Let me put it this way: 
I’m more fearful that that, 
may happen today than I was 
ID years ago.” Cheffins said. 
One of the major causes of 


the disenchantment of ihe 
east and west seaboard prov¬ 
inces with the federal govern¬ 
ment was the increasing cen¬ 
tralization of power and the

Close to 70 per cent of first- 
year students at the Universi¬ 
ty of Victoria show “an ap¬ 
palling ignorance" of Cana¬ 
dian politics, Ronald Cheffins 
said Friday. 

He made the statement dur¬ 
ing taping of the CTV show 
Capital Comment for viewing 
Sunday. 

Cheffins, a member of the 


law faculty at UVlc, has 
taught political science on the 
campus for many year*. 

“When I talk to my first- 
year students on Canadian po¬ 
litical history they show “an 
appalling ignorance — fright¬ 
ening,” he said. 

Cheffins said that during a 
lecture to 75 students not long 
ago he asked if they could tell 
him who Duplessis was. 


“Only four were able to tell 
me,” Cheffins said. “I don't 
blame the students, really. 
And although we always seem 
to be kicking the school sys¬ 
tem. I have to place most of 
ihe blame there. The kids are 
being taught by teachers who 
don’t know too much about 
politics themselves." 

Cheffins said the solution to 


the lack of knowledge should 
be found within the school 
system. “In the meantime it’s 
up to you people in the news¬ 
paper business to keep us as 
informed as you can,” he 
said. “The newspaper is one 
of the great bastions of free¬ 
dom in this country; without 
them I don’t know what we 
would do."

communications Commission. 

Cheffins said that while 
C3RTC decisions might appear 
unimportant to the public 
when they were handed down, 
they nevertheless added up to 
a group of bureaucrats telling 
the people of Canada what 
they could and could not lis¬ 
ten to on radio or watch on 
television. 

The trend, he said, was ex¬ 
tremely dangerous. 

He noted that talk of a break¬ 
away of western provinces 
was not new' “but you may 
have noticed that some of Ihp 
eastern provinces are starting 
to talk the same way." 


Biology student had marijuana farm

‘Pure research’ costs $500 


- 


A University of Victoria bi¬ 
ology student who rebuilt a 
Colwood barn for experiments 
on how marijuana “fits into 
the cycle of life” was fined 
$500 and put on probation for 
six months Friday by Judge 
William Ostler in Victoria 
provincial court. 

The penalty for Richard 
Stephen McPhee, 20, of 1938 
Trans Canada Highway, was 
among the largest ever im¬ 
posed in the Victoria court for 
a marijuana possession first 
offender. The maximum pen¬ 
alty is a $1,000 fine and six 


months in jail but the normal 
fine is $75. 

A warrant was issued by 
Ostler for another person who 
did not appear to face the 
Aug. 16 charge with McPhee. 

After McPhee pleaded 
guilty, prosecutor Vance 
Gardner said McPhee rented 
the barn to make a furniture 
workshop, then rebuilt it to 
provide a small greenhouse in 
the loft, new locks on all the 
doors and new artificial lights 
electrically timed to go on in 
the morning and off in the 
evening. 


Gardner .said the green¬ 
house had “proper growing 
soils” and special additives in 
the water to aid growing. He 
said police found 62 mari¬ 
juana plants from four inches 
to 2^ feet in height. 

Asked if he wanted to say 
anything, McPhee started into 
a long explanation centred on 
his desire as a second-year bi¬ 
ology major to find out “how 
each plant fits into the cycle 
of life.” 

He said marijuana “may 
have a particular purpose and 
function which I believe has 


been overlooked so far” and 
more could be learned by 
studying Us entire growth 
cycle than “when it is 
chopped up and dried.” 

McPhee said he hoped to 
learn from studying the chem¬ 
ical composition of the plants 
“at various ages” and com¬ 
bining results with those of 
electrocardiogram tests to 
find effects on the heart, 
blood pressure, eye reactions, 
digestion and skin responses 
(anxiety). 

In addition, he said, mari¬ 
juana is “an amazing plant 


Life too empty for farmboy 


City life proved too much 
early Friday for farmboy 
Mark David Stadnyk, 18. who 
wiM be sentenced next Friday 
by Judge William Ostler in 
Victoria provincial court after 
admitting responsibility for a 
tense early-morning confron¬ 
tation with police. 

Stadnyk pleaded guilty Fri¬ 
day afternoon to n three-count 
Victoria charge of dangerous 
use of a shotgun and posses¬ 
sion of a shotgun and an imi¬ 
tation Magnum revolver for a 
purpose dangerous to the pub¬ 
lic. peace in a half-hour in¬ 
cident in an apartment block 
at 2531 Government. 

He told Ostler he worked on 
a farm for about four years, 
“14 or 15 hours a day,’’ until 
he came to Victoria in April. 
In the city, said Stadnyk. 
there was either no work or 
only eight hours a day and “I 
have just too much energy.” 

The tall. slim, blond youth 
said he took to drinking to fill 
die empty hours and “now I’d 
Like to find a job in a logging 
camp and leave the city. Fiver 
since I came to the city, 
there’s been trouble.’’ 

Stadnyk pleaded guilty Aug. 
9 before Ostler to a charge of 
possession July 13 at his resi¬ 
dence of 14 one-ounce bags of 
marijuana and was remanded 
to next Friday for a presen- 
tence report and sentence. At 
the same time, his roommate 
w'as cleared of the same 
charge. 

About 1:30 a.m. Friday, res¬ 
idents of suite* around Stad- 
nyk’s at 2531 Government re¬ 
ported a series of shots. Eight 
Victoria policemen led by Sgt. 
Douglas Sleivert arrived in 
four cars to be told by the 
roommate that Stadnyk had 
hit hint on the head with a 
shotgun butt and told him to 
get out. 

After the roommate obeyed, 
Stadnyk fired five or six 
blasts from the shotgun at 
lights, his windows and into 
walls. One policeman de¬ 
scribed his suite as “a com¬ 
plete shambles." 

Tht roommate told the of¬ 
ficers that Stadnyk had said 
he was "going to take a po¬ 
liceman with him." 

Sleivert, one of two Victoria 
policemen wounded m 1970 by 
a bank robber later impri¬ 
soned for 20 years, called to 
Stadnyk a suggestion that 
they talk. Stadnyk appeared 
at a window and agreed to 
talk to Sleivert but only if 
both were unarmed. 

Sleivert went inside, leaving 
his gun behind, only to find 
what seemed to be a revolver 
protruding from Stadnyk’* 
belt. Sleivert said the agree¬ 
ment was broken and started 
to leave. Stadnyk shouted: 
“Come on back ... I want to 
see you.” 

“Throw down the gun,” 
Sleivert replied, and Stadnyk 
did. ITte two talked, with Slei¬ 
vert quietly suggesting Stad¬ 


nyk come with him and Stad¬ 
nyk telling his troubles in Ihe 
big city, especially with po¬ 
lice. 

He picked up the weapon 
once but put it down and fi¬ 
nally surrendered 20 minutes 
after the talk began. Police 
found the weapon was an imi¬ 
tation revolver. In the suite. 


they discovered a shotgun, 
five shell casings and a .22 
calibre rifle barrel. 

“The conduct of this matter 
reflects great credit on the 
police officers.” said Ostler. 

Statinyk wanted to plead 
guilty when he appeared in 
court Friday morning but 
prosecutor Robert Mulligan 


and Legal Aid duty counsel 
Barry Mah Ming said that 
“there may be psychological” 
problems. 

In the afternoon. Mulligan 
said a doctor had examined 
Stadnyk and reported the 
youth was “a little depressed 
but not psychotic ... he is fit 
to stand trial."

that grows under extreme 
condition* . . . it’s very 
hardy” and scientific isolation 
of the reasons for that might 
mean longer growing seasons 
for com and wheat, thus help¬ 
ing ease world food problems. 

The biology student said he 
‘‘took reasonable care" 
through the padlocks to make 
sure other people would not 
get to the plants. He added 62 
plants “may sound like a lot 
but there was a poor 
sprouting ratio.” 

His research was “pure," 
meaning it was clear of addi¬ 
tives and chemicals, and he 
did not seek a licence for the 
study because he knew from 
others how difficult it would 
he to get one. Besides, public 
knowledge of the study 
“would make it harder to con¬ 
centrate.” 

McPhee said marijuana 
was “something-that society 
would need to find out about 
as quickly as possible.” He 
realized it had harmful side 
effects and society should be 
protected but “controls can 
get in the way of experi¬ 
menting.” 

“These restrictions have not 
helped society,” he said. lr\ 
fact, they have hindered socl- ‘ 
ety by slowing research." 

Questioned by Ostler, 
McPhee said he did not really 
realize the illegality of his ac¬ 
tions until after he spoke to 
police. For one thing, he did 
not realize that conviction for 
cultivating marijuana could 
mean seven years in prison. 

Said Ostler: “Parliament 
has made arrangements for 
the performance of experi¬ 
ments under appropriate cir¬ 
cumstances and proper autho¬ 
rization. The Parliament of 
this country is aware that ex¬ 
perimentation needs to be 
done and you must leave that 
to Parliament to decide. 

“You may not do this sort 
of thing . and you know 
that.”

While Parkin spoke, a truck 
waited outside the house with 
oak floorboards piled in back. 

Dick Van Der Peyi, project 
manager of Daon. said his 
firm was issued a demolition 
permit in July, with no riders 
attached, for reconstruction in 
the James Bay waterfront 
block between Boyd and 
Lewis, and Dallas and Dux- 
ton. Daon plans to build town- 
house condominiums. 

The house was occupied at 
the time of the permit. 

Concerning Daon’s notifica¬ 
tion to the tenants who oc¬ 
cupied suites in the house that 
Dunelm would be demolished. 
Van Der Peyl said: 

“An equitable arrangement 
was^jnade between the ten¬ 
ants' and our company. No 
one complained about it. I’m 
not ashamed about it, Tm not 
proud of it.

I really don’t 
want to go into it."

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Quebecer’s taste for women led to boating tragedy 


PERCE, Que. (CP) — Rene 
Methot'* taste for young 
women tourist* may have 
been a contributing factor in 
the tragic boat accident which 
took 12 lives last week off the 
Gaspe coast, a coroner's in¬ 
quest has been told. 

Carlo Methot told the In¬ 
quest. Thursday that his 
brother Rene, who piloted the 
boat on the ill-fated trip, con¬ 
sidered the 14-foot motor 
launch "the perfect thing to 


use for girl hunting by ar¬ 
ranging boat tours.” 

Methot. a waiter tn a 
local bar. said he had bought 
the boat so he and a few 
friends could use it for fish¬ 
ing. i 

"But Rene used to do his 
fishing in the bar and take 
any girl caught in the net for 
a boat ride,” he said. 


Methot said he had 
taken away the keys and for¬ 
bidden his brother to use the 
boat five days before the Aug. 
16 accident. But Rene ap¬ 
parently either found the keys 
or broke the look on the fuel 
line. 

He later died along with two 
other Quebecers and nine 


French toiuists eight of 
them young women aged be¬ 
tween 19 and 21 when the 
boat capsized in heavy seas 
near Bona venture Island, just 
off the tip of the Gaspe Penin¬ 
sula. 

A Quebec Provincial Police 
investigator read into evi¬ 
dence a sworn statement from 
a member of the French tour 


group who said the young j>eo- 
ple had stopped for a round of 
beer at the bar Rene Methot 
frequented. 

Claire Merchier. 25. who did 
not go on the boat trip and 
has since returned to France, 
said that after a single round 
nine of the tourists left for the 
nearby wharf. 

She said the tourists were 


"happy but certainly not 
drunk" when they left. 

K a r 1 i e r , witnesses told 
coroner Stanislas Dery that 
Rene Methot and his friend 
Charles Eugene Langlois, who 
w«ent along as a guide, ap¬ 
peared to be drunk when they 
left, the wharf. 

A police investigator said 
(!aiio Methot had told him 


Rene was "drunk for three 
days" before the trip. 

One fisherman described 
the overcrowded boat as "like 
a can of sardines." while an¬ 
other local resident said the 
departure "resembled a seene 
from Gilligan's Island." a far¬ 
cical television comedy. 

Despite the overcrowding, 
said Ductile Desroches of 


Montreal, room was found to 
load a case of beer on the 
boat. 

Mrs. Desroches said the 
tourists were cheerful as they 
boarded the boat, Ignoring the 
advice of bystanders on the 
jiier. 

'Dwy "didn’t appear to be¬ 
lieve they could die at sea," 
she said.

Helen Hardin, a Santa C lara 
painter who seeks the spirits of 
her ancestors, is the subject of 
the fifth episode of American 
Indian Artists, airing Tuesday, 
Aug. 31 at 8 30 p.m. on Public 
TV 9. The program traces her 
life and work — the balance she 
maintains between a modern 
Anglo world and the ancient 
customs of her mother's 
Pueblo people. 

Like many other young In¬ 
dian painters. Miss Hardin at¬ 
tended one of the three 
Rockefeller Southwestern In¬ 
dian Art Projects, where stu¬ 
dents were encouraged to 
create their own artistic state¬ 
ments in a newly-widened 
variety oi ways. 

Following her involvement in 
this project, Miss Hardin 
studied anthropology and art 
history at the University of 
New Mexico, and began ex¬ 
hibiting with her mother 
(Pablita Velarde). Success 
came quickly: collectors of 
contemporary Indian art found 
her combination of geometric 
abstraction and Indian motifs 
an appealing synthesis. 


(>n the one hand. Miss Hardin 
derives strength from tradi¬ 
tion: her mother is a notable 
painter who has confined 
herself to depicting ancient 
customs in decorative, native 
earth tones. On the other hand, 
she has assimilated twentieth- 
century notions of perspective, 
space and design. Between her 
eclectic aesthetics and the 
technical expertise she gained 
from a drafting course. Miss 
Hardin has evolved an in¬ 
dividual theory of design winch 
she applies to traditional sub¬ 
ject matter. 

Miss Hardin sees her 
paintings as synthesis, as 
seamless rounds: I must 
always speak from lour direc¬ 
tions. It is where I have been 
It is where I am going. It is 
where I move, ft is where f am 

On American Indian Artists. 
Miss Hardin is seen at work in 
her studio, at play with her 
family, and walking with her 
daughter amid the Puye Clifts 
— the home of her ancestors 
and the source oi her spiritual 
strength.

Allred Hitchcock, whose

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Television's early evening 
viewing hours will continue to 
be governed by the U.S. in¬ 
dustry's non-violent family 
viewing hours policy this fall 
and there will be fewer police 
and private detective shows on 
the air. But the controversy 
over TV violence rages on 
The American Medical As¬ 
sociation I AM A) called atten¬ 
tion to the issue in June when it 
passed a resolution which said 
television violence is a risk 
"threatening the health and 


welfare of young Americans, 
indeed our future society " 
The resolution stopped short 
of saying there is a direct 
cause-and-effcct relationship 
between televised mayhem and 
climbing violence in the U.S. 

But it said "television s mas¬ 
sive daily diet of symbolic 
crime and violence n entertain¬ 
ment programs" was “an im¬ 
portant contributing factor to 
the culture of violence. " 

A majority of the doctors and 
scientists who have studied the 
relationship of television and 
violence state flatly that It 


produces increased agres- 

siveness at least in some young 
viewers. 

“There is a positive 
relationship between the 
amount of violence e child 
watches and the amount of ag¬ 
gression seen in his daily at¬ 
titudes and behavior." said Dr. 
Robert Liebert, professor of 
psychology and psychiatry at 
the State University of New 
York. He was an investigator 
for the U.S. Surgeon General s 
report, which found in 1972 that 
there was a tentative link 
between watching TV violence 
and aggressive behavior. 

"We acknowledge that 
television violence can con¬ 
tribute to aggressive behavior 
In some cases in some 
children." said Jerome 
Stanley, vice-president ol 
broadcast standards on the 
West Coast lor NBC television. 

"But 1 don't know that such 
depiction of violence has an 
overwhelming effect on all 
children," he said 

Stanley receives some sup¬ 
port Irom George Comstock, a 
researcher at the Rand Corp. 
think tank in Santa Monica 
Calif. who has evaluated 3.200 
projects dealing with the 
relationship between television 
and human behavior. 

Comstock said the increase 
In aggressive behavior that 
many scientists found with 
children who had vfawed 
violent TV programs usually 
took the form of unnillness. 
hostility of fighting, often Hi 
play situations. Whether it 
would prompt them to go out 
and commit a crime has not 
been clearly established. 

Even If TV violence 
nothing else, it contribute 
general desensitization of the 
public to reai-lile acts ot 
horror, many opponents of 
television violence say.

Vietnam's Tragedy 
Depicted in Film 


No event in recent history has 
been so turbulently controver¬ 
sial as the Vietnam war and es¬ 
pecially United States par¬ 
ticipation in that war. 

And few studies of the 
American involvement in Viet¬ 
nam have been as contentious 
as the Oscar-winning film 
Hearts and Minds, which will 
be presented on the CBC televi- 

on network Friday, 
September 3 at 9 p.m. 

The controversy and the film 
reflect the anti war sentiments 
of those who were opposed to 
participation of the United 
States in the war. 

Hearts and Minds is a sear¬ 
ing, often shocking, film that 
has been both praised and 
damned but nevertheless 
because of its extraordinarily 
high quality it was awarded an 
Oscar in 1975 as the world s 
best feature documentary. 

Commenting on the film. 
Knowlton Nash — director of 
CBC-TV news and current af¬ 
fairs, says: The fighting, the 
politics, the diplomacy, the 
arguments, turned the United 
States upside down, scarred a 
generation of Americans, 
destroyed a president, and 
produced an avalanche of emo¬ 
tion. 

Much of that emotion is 
retlected in Hearts and Minds, 
a vivid anti-war documentary 
and a cinematographic master¬ 
piece.” 

Based on some 250 hours of 
original filmed material and 20 



hours of stock footage, the film 
seeks to show some of the 
cultural as well as political 
force* that contributed* 
towards America s ever- 
deepening involvement in Viet¬ 
nam. 

The historical development 
of that involvement is outlined 
through Interviews with many 
prominent military and 
political figures together with 
excerpts Irom the televised 
statements of Presidents 
Eisenhower. Kennedy, 
Johnson, and Nixon. 

The cultural influences that 
helped shape young 
Americans’ attitudes towards 
war are here seen as the Hol¬ 
lywood films of the 40s and 
'50s; popular songs; and the 
drive to win instilled by school 
football coaches’ pep talks. 

Counterpointing scenes of 
the war itself and its effects on 
the people of Vietnam are 
those showing small-town 
America welcoming home Its 
decorated heroes; interviews 
with wounded U.S. veterans of 
the war; and bereaved families 
who lost sons and husbands in 
Vietnam. 

Among the U.S. military and 
political leaders commenting 
on the war arer General Wil¬ 
liam Westmoreland; Walt 
Rostow, former adviser to the 
late President Johnson; Lt. 
Gen. George S. Patton, Jr.; 
Clark Clifford, former 
Secretary of Defence; and 
Daniel Ellsberg, the man who 
released to the press the '*Pen¬ 
tagon Papers,” which did so 
much to change many 
Americans' views on the con¬ 
duct of the war. 

"Hearts and Minds,” says Its 
director, Peter Davis, ‘"is 
neither pro- nor anti-American 
but just an attempt to unders¬ 
tand what we have done and 
what we have become/’

Danny Thomas Busy

WASHINGTON - Danny 
Thomas divides the year Into 
two periods. For six months he 
works at filming a television 
series called The Practice, and 
for six months he travels "beg¬ 
ging alms for St. Jude." 

For the benefit of the few 
who haven't heard. Danny 
Thomas has raised "50 or 60 
million dollars " for St. Jude s 
Hospital in Memphis, Tenn , a 
research centre for the study of 
"all catastrophic diseases." 
The hospital and its equipment 
are valued at "over >21 mil¬ 
lion" and "tills year's budget is 
$14 million." And Danny isn t 
even close to being satisfied. 
He's planning a national cam¬ 
paign to have <0 million 
Americans set aside two cents 
a week for St. Jude's and he 
figures to create a >3000 mil¬ 
lion trust fund. "If 1 have to, 
lit buy the time on TV out of 
my own pocket and tell the 
American people, Give me 
two cents a week and I'll save a 
child's life every week.' " 

Danny Thomas was born 
Amos Jacob and acquired his 


show business name borrowing 
the first names of his brothers 
Daniel and Thomas. He came 
to television In 1953 as an 
employee of Lucille Ball and 
Desi Arnaz with a series called 
Make Room for Daddy on ABC- 
TV. Four years later, the 
program was re-named The 
Danny Thomas Show and It 
replaced 1 Love Lucy on CBS- 
TV. During 13 years of half- 
hour situation comedies, he did 
more than 400 programs. He 
later did 28 Danny Thomas 
Hour programs, two Danny 
Thomas Special hours and 24 
programs called Make Room 
for Granddaddy" In 1970. He 
limited bis TV work to guest 
appearances for five years un¬ 
til the premier of The Practice 
In January. The show was an 
Immediate hit with good 
notices going to Danny, to 
Dena Dietrich, who plays 


Nurse Molly Gibbons; to David 
Spielberg, cast as the 
physician-son of Dr. Bedford. 
Shelley Fabares as the 
daughter-in-law, and Didi Conn 
as the giddy young recep¬ 
tionist Being added to the cast 
for the fall Is Mike Evans, 
formerly the son on The Jef- 
fersons He will play an intern 
at the hospital where Dr Bed¬ 
ford does some teaching. 
"Mike," says Danny, "Is going 
to help our ratings."

Louise de Kiriline lawrence 
is an internationally famous 
naturalist whose first book. 
The Lovely and the Wild won 
the Jobn Burroughs’ memorial 
medal for distinguished writing 
in natural bistory, and the 
Charles G. D Roberts’ special 
award. In 1970, Laurentian 
University bestowed upon her 
an honorary doctorate. 

Mrs. Lawrence is the subject 
of a CBC Radio portrait by Bar¬ 
ry Penhale to be broadcast on 
Between Ourselves, Friday, 
Sept. 3 at 8:03 p.m. 

Born in Sweden in 1804, she 
was the daughter of a well- 
known naturalist who at an ear¬ 
ly age influenced her interest 
in nature, especially birds. 
After his death, she trained as 
a nurse. Following tbe First 
World War, she married a Rus¬ 
sian officer, but tbey became 
separated during the Russian 
revolution and he was later ex¬ 
ecuted. 

In 1927 she came to Canada, 
joined the Red Cross and was 
posted to Northern Ontario 
where she worked with Dr. 
Alan Roy Dafoe, doctor to the 
famous Dionne quintuplets. At 
the outbreak of the Second 
World War, she married her 
neighbor Len Lawrence, again 
took up her interest in birds 
and began to write about them. 
In 1948, she was granted 
membership in the American 
Ornithologists’ Union, the first 
Canadian woman so honored 

Since then the output of 
Louise de Kiriine Lawrence 
has grown to include 17 scien¬ 
tific papers published in ornith¬ 


ological journals, 30 articles, 
mostly in Audubon magazine, 
and another book, Mar: A 
Glimpse Into the Natural Life 
of a Bird.

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Genuinely Funny Man Still Worth a Laugh

What pleased this reviewer about Smart Aleck, 
somewhat perversely, was the fact that a daughter, born ful¬ 
ly 15 years alter the death in 1943 of Alexander Woollcott, 
should fall as hopelessly under his spell as the ancient 
reviewer. 

Fact is. no one under 50 is supposed to succumb to the 
Woollcott virus, yet Howard Teichmann. a professor of 
English though a competent writer, has iashioned a 
biography so compulsively anecdotal so full of the great 
man s acerbic, polished humor, that a generation gapdoesn't 
exist, ft is not that Smart Aleck is in any way an important 
book, but Woollcott was a genuinely funny man and. though 
somewhat dated, he is pretty funny in 1976 

For those of his generation who have forgotten (if they 
ever knew I that the writer was significant of his age, 
Teichmann s biography is a reminder or a revelation that 
Woollcott was much more than a professional wit or, as 
Edwin Newman chooses to remember him, “a bizarre 
American institution ' 

He was. for example, a rescuer of doomed plays and ac¬ 
tors (his favorable reviews 'made" Helen Hayes, Katharine 
Cornell. Paul Robeson. W.C. Fields, Will Rogers, the Marx 
brothers! and he was a courageous, if preposterous, warcor- 
respondent and friend of Britain in marked contrast to his 
Image as a phrase-turning sophisticate 
If the funny-man Woollcott Is still the side that attracts an 
ageless audience. Teichmann. the facile biographer of 
(ieorge S Kaufman does not neglect that aspect and the 
famous witticisms—"Everything I enjoy is either immoral. 
Illegal or fattening" — are here to be enjoyed or discovered 
anew. 


That, of course, was as a charismatic celebrity, national¬ 
ly known after his "Town Crier” radio series and as founder 
of the somewhat self-conscious Algonquin Round Table. An 
old admirer can see now that this was a cultivated per¬ 
sonality and that the real Woollcott. behind the plump owlish 
facade, was anything but a one-dimensional man 


Teichmann gives the never-told story, for example, of 
Woollcott’s part in the writing by Kaufman and Hart of the 
comedy. The Man Who Came To Dinner. It's clear from this 
that Woollcott was determined to be known as the terrlble- 
lempered. cerebral monster and the fact, in retrospect, that 
he waspishly nagged Kaufman and Hart to so immortalize 
him seems characteristic.

Teichmann is mercifully brief in analyzing Woollcott's 
latent homosexuality, a chromosomic accident of birth, and 
though he remained unmarried there is abundant evidence 
that what James Thurber called "Old Vitriol and Violets" 
was. In fact, a man with a wide variety of tastes to go with 
his flair for show business. He wasn't vitriolic and he was no 
violet. Indeed In this biography, at least, he emerges as a 
much more likable man than the Woollcott remembered 


Teichmann suggests that Woollcott was a sweet-natured 
man whose verbal barbs were merely "a way of protecting 
himself", but it seems more likely that Woollcott was pro¬ 
jecting a salable personality that delighted his friends and 
the public His real talent was as a tireless merchandizes 

"An adorable old phoney" was the assessment of a 
reader to whom all this was new and it s a debatable point If 
we. who knew him, could have admired him more if we d 
realized he was either phoney or adorable. Woollcott, 
himself, might have objected to neither word. 

Although Teichmann inadvertently prepared for his first 
biography by collaborating with Kaufman on "The Solid Gold 
Cadillac”, he did not know Woollcott except, as a fledgling 
stage manager, to see him when he was critic for the New 
York Times In drawing from what he calls "living 
testimony" he has preserved both the flavo known to his 
contemporaries and the originality that still appeals to those 
who have discovered him more than three decades after his 
death 

There is. bv the way. a collection of Woollcott pieces cal¬ 
led While Home Burns on the shelves of most public 
libraries. Amazingly enough, it is still delightful reading. 




Getty's Story: Surprise, You End Up Liking Him

ALthough the late Paul Getty 
was often described as the 
Richest Man in the World, the 
complex of oil companies that 
he controlled was small when 
compared to the multinational 
giants, or Seven Sisters as they 
are nicknamed. For example, 
the sales of Getty in any year 
amounted to only half the 
profits of Exxon But because 
his businesses were com¬ 
paratively small, Getty could 
run them as what he called a 
"family" and a "private em¬ 
pire.’' It was this In¬ 
dividualism. rare in the 
modem big business wprld, that 
made Getty a character very 
popular with the press, es¬ 
pecially in England where be 
had exiled himself from his 
native California. 


If he had not been an only 
son. so Getty reveals, he might 
nol have followed his father 
into the oil business but made a 
career as a writer. I doubt it. 
His favorite reading matters 
were balance sheets and G. A 
Henty (whose novels he knew 
almost by heart) and there is 
no sign of literary flair In this 
rambling, sometimes In¬ 
coherent and often tedious 
mish-mash of cracker barrel 
philosophy, anecdotes, 
guestlists of parties, and 
diatribes against taxeq, 
women's lib, and socialism. 
However, about one third of the 
book is fascinating and/or fun¬ 
ny; the accounts of the deaths 
of two of his sons are very af-

reticent about mistresses 


feeling; it is one of those rare 
autobiographies that leave you 
liking the author. 

Since the good bits of the 
book are scattered among the 
bad. perhaps I should offer a 
guide on what to read. Look up 
in the Index the references to 


the Duke of Windsor, whom 
Getty liked and admired, as 
well as those to Jacqueline 
Onassis whom (one gathers) he 
did not. 

It was Getty's belief that the 
Duke of Windsor, a friend from 
undergraduate days, was a con¬

vinced anti-Nazi whose much 
criticized meeting with Hitler 
had been authorized by the 
government in an attempt to 
save the lives of Jews He was 
able to get on with Hitler, so 
Getty claims, because he spoke 
German with an Austrian ac¬ 
cent. As for Mrs. Onassis, Get¬ 
ty seems to believe that "Ari" 
(her husband Aristotle) played 
a joke in his will by lumbering 
her with half the immense cost 
of the upkeep of his yacht, the 
Christina Perhaps Onassis in¬ 
spired the excellent joke in 
■ Getty's own will, recently 
published, dividing out money 
among many women friends, 
some of whom seem to have 
been much disgruntled 

No reader should skip the 
chapters on Getty's five wives, 
about whom he is frank but 
generous However, he shows a 
disappointing reticence with 
regard to his mistresses who, 
to my mind at any rate, are of 
much greater interest than 
such topics, discussed here at 
length, as the fluctuations in 
price of Oklahoma oil during I 
the 1920s 

There is a good chapter on 
how a multi-millionaire deals 
with begging letters, many of 
which, so Getty reveals, are 
from people who freely admit 
that they do not really need the 
money; "I have a pretty good 
job. . ..But it's hell to work at 
35 — during the prime of one’s 
life." There are letters from 
girls — “I enclose some candid 
photographs of myself in the 
nude so you can see what you’ll 
be getting" — and even from 
girls' mothers: “My daughter 


will be IS next month . She 
would make you a good and 
very sexy wife. I'd see to that. I 
think $li),000 a month for her 
and $5,000 a month for me 
would be a fair arrangement. 
Since my brother is a lawyer 
he could draw up the marriage 
contract at a discount . 

The spongers who most mad¬ 
dened Getty were rich friends 
who wanted him to contribute 
to favorite charities of their 
own: "Well, now Paul. You’ve 
probably heard that I’m the 
honorary chairman of a com¬ 
mittee that's trying to raise 


$100 million for an organization 
to do research into the causes 
of baldness . . . ” or, "I’m 
really glad to see you, old man 
I’ve been meaning to talk to 
you about an organization 
that's doing fantastic work in 
curing alcoholic ferry-boat 
captains...’’ 

The Richest Man in the 
World has now left it; and on 
the evidence of his book, as 
well as those Getty stories i 
used to enjoy in the gossip 
columns, I feel he has left it 
a poorer place.

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' This is Bertrand Russell weak Not only do 
wo have a comprehensive, and possibly 
definitive, biography, but also a portrait try 
hla only daughter, Katharine. And, aa If thin 
weren't enough, we alao have a biography of 
hie moat famoue mietrese, Lady Ottotlna 
Morrell. 

Who neede a biography when Russell, In 
his later years, supplied us with an eloquent 
autobiography? The simple answer is that no 
one can be fully objective about himself. 

A more complex reason Is that Russell, 
mathematician and philosopher — the cool 
clinical monster of popular fallacy — was in 
fact a deeply emotional man, and although he 
pursued truth with fanaticism all his'life he 
could not bring himself to bare his personal 
and private affairs for public view. 

Ronald W. Clark, under no such compunc¬ 
tion. has combed the Bertrand Russell 
Archives at McMaster University, Hamilton, 
the thousands of letters which Russell ex¬ 
changed ioften at the rate of three a day) 
with Lady Morrell, Russell's own intimate 
Journal, and a lengthy, unpublished 
manuscript written by Lady Constance Mai- 
leson who. over a long period, graduated 
from the role of mistress to that of mother- 
confessor. 


The result of this research is the splendid 
The Life of Bertrand Russell, which adds 
something new to virtually every aspect of 
Russell's life and provides us with an extraor¬ 
dinary portrait far different from the ac¬ 
cepted Image. 

Older people tend to remember Rusaell as 
the coldly remote chief author of Prlncipia 
Mathematics, as one of the greatest 
philosphers of his time, and as the grandson 
of a Victorian prime minister, heir to an 
earldom yet for much of his life s scourge of 
the Establishment. 

Younger people remember him as a 
sincere but rather ridiculous political ac¬ 
tivist. an aged gnome sitting cross-legged on 
1-ondon pavements in protest against nuclear 
armament. 

The value of Ronald Clark's biography is 
that we now see that both views are merely 
the tips of the same iceberg and that no ac¬ 
curate estimate of this astonishing public 
figure can be made without a clearer under¬ 
standing of the devils that drove and 
motivated Rusaell in the hitherto largely un¬ 
revealed aspects of his private life. 

For instance, we now know that his Inces¬ 
sant search for truth, the cornerstone of his 
logical reasoning, extended Into his sexual 
relationships, a subject never far from Intel¬ 
lect or passion. Like China of old he saw 
himself as the middle kingdom and when his 
ardor cooled, which occurred whenever a 
replacement was in the offing, he shed a wife 
or a mistress as coldly as an over-indulged 
child sheds an expensive toy. 

Russell’s public antics and often stupid 
pronouncements during his final years may, I 
think, be attributed to traumatic events (tar¬ 
ing his infancy. His mother died when be was 
two. and his father when he was four, and the 
twice-orphaned child was reared by his for¬ 
midable grandmother, the first Countess 
Russell. It was therefore Inevitable that be 
would finally display the characterises as¬ 
sociated with the Phaeton complex. 

* * ★ 

Young Bertrand, kept segregated from his 
peers, was taught that as a Russell he must 
lead, and because leadership demanded that 
emotions be kept from the public gaze he sub¬ 
sequently hid his romanticism and passioo by 
cerebral sparkle, thereby appearing more 
coldblooded and clinical than he really was. 
Clark comments. “For Russell, whose 
battened-down youth was followed- by 
buttoned-up marriage, two ghosts which gib¬ 
bered over his shoulder down the years, much 
emotion demanded much concealment." 

When Russell was bom Queen Victoria 
still had three decades to reign; when he 
died, men had walked on the moon. Thus 
Russell links General Grant's presidency 
with Nixon's reign, the Zulu wars with the 
ground-swell of nuclear conscience, late 19th

Putting Canada First

You have only to glance at 
the new Canadian Children's 
Magazine to realize — not for 
the first time, of course, but 
with that fresh sense of having 
the truth brought home to you 
— how much we need the op¬ 
portunity to put Canada first. 
Whether It's mammoths or 
mastodons, buckboards or 
phaetons, we really want to 
know their place in the Cana¬ 
dian scene; where no distortion 
of the facts Is Involved, It is 
Nova Scotia we want men¬ 
tioned, not New England. 

So many of our textbooks and 
magazines mention things 
Canadian only as an 
afterthought, a token 
acknowledgment of the 
market north of the border, 
that It is very pleasant to 
welcome a magazine that is 
determinedly but unaggree- 
slvely Canadian. 

It Is not enough to praise the 
magazine's Canadianness of 
course; it has to justify its ex¬ 
istence on other grounds And I 
think It does The choice of sub¬ 
jects, from Newfoundland dogs 
and the inventor of the snow¬ 
mobile to the stone robin on top 
of one of the pillars in Christ 
Church Cathedral in Victoria. 
Is wide and interesting, and the 
articles are simply and 
pleasantly written, without 
condescension. 

The magazine originates In 
Victoria, so, ss you would ex¬ 


pect, there is a West Coast bias 
in this first issue, although On¬ 
tario la well r ep r esented; no 
doubt the other provinces will 
have greater shoering when the 
venture la firmly established. 

The layout and design are 
clean and functional, and the 
size and quality of the paper 
have been carefully chosen to 
make the book pleasant to han¬ 
dle Beta! printed In black and 
white seems to me no dtaad- 
vantage, and 1 hope It stays 
that way; the variety of page 
deeipi and illustration amply 
compensates for lack of color. 

The weak spot Is the fiction. 
Nearly all the news and infor¬ 
mative Items are well handled, 
but none of the writers In this 
first Issue la much of a story¬ 
teller. A edence-flctioo comic- 
strip Is the right notion, but the 
arrival of a little man in a fly¬ 
ing saucer, exactly like Mr. 
Spocfc except tar a larger and 
balder cranitnn, le tediously sl¬ 
ow. 

And the piece excerpted 
from the diary of a bugle boy In 
the North-West Mounted Police 
has not been converted Into the 
adventurous narrative It might 
have been. I liked the picture 
personality of Oscar Seagull, 
but he has obviously been In¬ 
cluded to jolly up the Saga of 
Nootka Sound, and Oscar and 
Captain Vancouver are simply 
not compatible. 


There needs to be a pester 
commitment to fiction as such, 
not Just as a prop for fact A 
good tale continuing from one 
number to the next Is the 
strongest Incentive for a child 
to keep reading, and alao a 
guarantee of good faith: It con¬ 
vinces the child that this Isn't 
Just another device for getting 
him to leant something. And at 
the moment the magazine doee 
rather have that air. I am very 
sympathetic. Occasionally a 
child will ask the perfect ques¬ 
tion in the answer to which 1 
feel I can pass on the eu- 
pertence and wisdom of my 
years to the coming genera¬ 
tion. And as I begin eagerly to 
expound, I am stopped short by 
the laconic Interruption, "Lec¬ 
ture number three tanked and 
forty one.’’ 

I suppose my main doubts 
about the magazine crystallise 
around this kind of problem: 
Do children read magazines 
like this any more, however 
much adults would like them 
to? Can one really sell children 
on this, In the face of Superman 
and all the other neon-lighted 
heroes? Can a magazine sur¬ 
vive and expand on the sub¬ 
scriptions of parents, teachers, 
godmothers, librarians? I 
would like to think that if the 
magazine builds upon Its early 
promise, the answer will be 
yes. 


century optimism wilh the awful terror of our 
own limes 

No brief review can do Justice lo a book 
which meticulously chronicles a 98-year 
lifetime during which nearly every minute 
was used constructively Here, for the first 
time. Is the full story of his first marrage and 
Ita breakdown (his first wife believed pas¬ 
sionately In the theory of free love — until 
Russell practised what she preached I; his 
other three manages and numerous affairs; 
his Intellectual development; his pacifism; 
his visits to Russia and China, and much 
more. 

In his preface Clark says people will be 
writing about Bertrand Russell as long after 
his death as people have been writing of 
Leonardo or Napoleon True, and I would add 
that Clark's remarkable biography will be the 
starting point for future authors

Bertrand Russell plays the lead in the all- 
star cast that makes up the first biography of 
Lady Ottoline Morrell, written by Sandra 
Jobson Darroch, who Is making her debut aa 
a biographer 

Ottoline, sister of the Duke of Portland 
and wife of an obscure Liberal MP, made the 
eneouratement of young writers and artists 
her life's work. Her discoveries included, 
among others. Aldous Huxley, D. H. 
Lawrence, Henry Lamb, Lytton Strachey and 
soma other members of the Bloomsbury 
Group, and the sculptor Jacob Epstein. 

Her private life was extravagant and mes¬ 
sy She was Russells mistress for a quarter 
of a century, during which time she also fit¬ 
ted In Intense love affairs with Augustus 
John. Henry Lamb, the prime minister H. H. 
Asquith, Axel (The Story of San Michele) 
Munthe and others - all with the knowledge 
of her incredibly understanding husband 

Russell dominates the book by the sheer 
Intensity of his passion, displayed in extracts 
from the more than 2,000 letters he wrote to 
Ottoline and the 1.900 or so she wrote to Urn. 
This makes the biography of Ottoline, for me 
et any rate, merely a fascinating companion 
volume to the Clark biography of Russell. 

* ★ * 

We II leave the last word to Katharine 
Tail, only daughter of Bertrand Rusaell, bom 
of his second marriage when be was SI. 

In an enlightening portrait of her father 
the shows how Russell s public virtues — 
lucidity, lofty rationality and uncompromis¬ 
ing idealism — wrought havoc In his private 
life The very passions and fears be hoped to 
subdue by reason gave him the energy to 
move from woman to woman and career to 
career. Yet they overwhelmed members af 
his family and swept them up In waves of con¬ 
tradiction which only Russell himself could 
ride. 

Katharine and her brother John, now the 
fourth Earl Russell and. according to his 
sister, a sullen introvert, were raised by uto¬ 
pian principles, and educated in a progressive 
school run by ber father and feminist mother. 

Inevitably, Katharine's book is essentially a 
commentary on the criticism of modem 
progressive thought, and a testimony to ths 
price of non-conformity. 

Married to an American missionary, by 
whom she had five children. Katharine seems 
still to be mixed-up. "Now,” she writes, "It Is 
my turn to go through metamorphoses, hav¬ 
ing more or less come to the end of 
motherhood aad quite to the end of 
wifehood.” 

Her victimization Is summed up in a com¬ 
ment about a house she shared with her 
father and his third wife: "It was a pleasant, 
well-provided home, and we filled it with the 
discord of our lives." 

Her modest book is an eloquent footnote to 
the other two books reviewed here.

‘ if there is any science man 
really needs it is the one I 
teach, of how to occupy proper¬ 
ly that place In creation which 
is assigned to him; and how to 
learn from It what one must be 
in order to be a man. ” So wrote 
Immanuel Kant, the 
profoundest philosopher of the 
Enlightenment His statement 
summarizes tbe guiding vision 
of the late Ernest Becker, 
anthropologist, philosopher, 
and author of the Pulitzer- 
I’rize winning study. The 
Denial of Death 

For Becker. Kant's proud 
boast was an embarrassing 
commentary on the social ex¬ 
periences of our own age 
Measured against the needs 
ol our time, there is nothing 
remotely resembling a science 
of man: there are only moun¬ 
tains of disciplinary Journals, 
and hordes of busy specialists'’ 
- an academic Babel which 
has long since "ceased to have 
any vital relationship either to 
science or to man." Today, he 
lamented, "neither science 
nor philosophy aspires to give 
us wisdom And wisdom, for 
man, must be a comprehensive 
picture of evil.'' 

In The Structure of Evil, first 
published in 1968 and now reis¬ 
sued as a forbiddingly thick 
black paperback. Becker as¬ 
sayed to remedy this situation 
by sketching the framework of 
a fresh, liberating discipline 
"in which poetic, artistic, and 
religious meaning would be the 
prime reality oi science." 

For inspiration, he turned 
back to the Enlightenment, 
when social thinkers had 
devoted themselves 
wholeheartedly to the quest lor 
"a new scientific morality ' 
Above all. he looked to Jean- 
Jacques Housseau, who In 1782 
gave vole! to the guiding credo 
of his era: "There Is absolutely 
no original perversity in the 
human haart The only passion 
natural to man is the love of 
himself." In this universal 
human urge to maintain one's 
self-esteem. Becker saw the 
key to his projected science — 
"a universal principle for 
human action akin to gravita¬ 
tion In tit* physical sciences " 
Human evi'. then, is entirely 
a social creation. By relorming 
our social Institutions, we can 
create an earthly paradise. In 
which man’s iima.e goodness 
can flower free'y. Today, 
Becker argued, we have at last 
gained suffient knowledge to 
put this heady Enlightenment 
ideal into practice Such was to 
be the goal of his reborn 
sciencebf man. 

This soaring humanistic vi¬ 
sion is marred by some obvious 
blind spots — as Becker 
himself subsequently 
recognized, ‘‘Enlightenment 
rationalism was too easy a 
creed." It consistently evades 
the task of providing that which 
must stand at the core of a tru¬ 
ly scientific humanism: "A 
stark picture of tbe human con¬ 
dition without consolations," a 
vision of "masses of men 
sweating within the nightmare 
of creation, doomed to live in 
an overwhelmingly tragic and 
demonic world." 

"I have been fighting against 
admitting the dark side of 
human nature for a dozen 
years," Becker confessed in 
his most profound work, the

posthumous Escape from Evil. 
Now, cancer-ridden and dying, 
he had at last found strength 
for "looking man full in the 
face for the first time.” Yet he 
had not lost sight of the 
Englightenment ideal; for all 
his hard-gained clarity of In¬ 
sight he remained firmly con¬ 
vinced of "the possibilities of 
sane renewing action, some 
kind of third alternative beyond 
bureaucratic science and 
despair ' 

”1 wrote a book called The 
Stucture of Evil." he admitted 
wryly from his Vancouver 
hospital-bed. "but I didn't talk 
much about evil there " That 
remark pinpointed the book's 
vitiating flaw — for all its elo¬ 
quence and richness of scholar¬ 
ly penetration, it consistently 
evades the chief Issues it 
raises As Becker saw. the 


keystone to Its arguments, the 
principle of self-esteem main- 
tainence, is inadequate 
because It is “too abstract,” 
too remote from the darker 
realities of tbe human condi¬ 
tion In Escape from Evil he 
sought to balance his vision 
with a new insistence on those 
realities — "the fundamental 
dynamic of the fear of life and 
death " 

At last he conld take that 
bold final step which, in his 
earlier writings, his 
rationalistic illusions had held 
him back from taking "The 
paradox," he wrote, "is that 
evil comes from man's urge to 
have victory over evil" — his 
heroic but foredoomed at¬ 
tempts to transcend his innate 
powerlessness by ignoring it, 
denying it, or flying boldly in 
Its face. But true

transcendence of the human 
condition, as he now insisted, 
can be achieved only through 
unqualified acceptance of it — 
by objectively recognizing, and 
thus freeing oneself from, the 
obsessive need to resist one's 
essential mortality. 

Ernest Becker had won 
through to the underlying fount 
of all human illusions: "The 
fear of death that cripples 
life." The optimistically naive 
promise of The Structure of 
Evil need not be abandoned — 
the way still lay open to a truly 
enlightened science of man, "a 
merger of science and tragedy 
on a sophisticated level," 
blending insights from psy¬ 
chology, sociology, and 
theology. In Escape from Evil, 
the guiding vision of the earlier 
book Is eloquently reaffirmed: 
"The new science of society 
will be a study similar to the 
one envisaged by Old Testa¬ 
ment prophets: a critique of 
idolatry, of the costs of a too 
narrow focus for Ihs 
dramatization of man's needs 
for power and expiation."
